AMERICAN EAGLE WINS | 
To the honor of two young army avi- 
ators and to the credit of a United States 
army airplane the nation writes up another 
world record, scoring for the skill and 
pluck of American manhood and the splen- 
did workmanship of American mechanics 
the blue-ribbon victory in the science of air 
navigation. — . | 
The victory is all the more . 
because in the development of the art of 
aviation Americans were supposed to be 
lagging behind their European competitors. 
For years the competition for the nonstop 
flight record for a heavier-than-air machine 
has been keen both in the military and 
commercial circles interested in the latest 
addition to the world’s transportation fa- 
cilities. | 
Lieuts. Macready and Kelly have won 
this grand prise by a big margin. They 
covered 2625 miles from New York to San 
Diego, their nearest foreign competitors be- 
ing Capt. Alcock and Lieut. Brown, who, in 
a Vickers-Vimy biplane, crossed the Atlan- 
tic from Newfoundland to the Irish coast, 
a distance of 1960 miles. | 
Not only is the triumph a tribute to the 
intrepid Californians who safely piloted the 
giant machine in tls phenomenal flight 
across a whole continent. That, indeéd, is 
the first thought inspired by the record- 
breaking feat. But the glory is also re- 
flected on the air service branch of the 
army and on every workman who had a 
hand in the designing or building of the 
giant monoplane T2. | 
Furthermore, {ft is a fine vindication of 
the Liberty motor. which during the war 
came in for a lot of adverse criticism. This 
motor was run to 90 per cent of its maxti- 
mum capacity during the whole flight and 


‘| drove a plane not built for speed at an 


average rate of 100 miles an hour.

MONGOLIDE ARRIVE 
These “First People,” Toachto- 
‘paylotiaca, were followed by the 


Mongolide in about the 2500 
to 2000 B, C., who left behind them 
idols and images w slant eyes 
and jade ornaments, No jade 


similar to some of these ornaments 
has ever been found in its native 
state in any part of the Americas, 
rhe Chinese have a legend that 
some of their people went to 
America at this time, William 
Niven showed some flagstones of 
this period to L, Tao of the Chinese 
Legation here, and the later de- 
stared that they contained ancient 
Chinese writings, 

Then came the greatest race of 
all, the Tlachichique, which 
means ~"‘makers of all things.” 
rhey arriwed between 2000 and 
600 B. C., and many have estab- 
ished a great American empire. 
. hey, it is believed, were the bulld- 
ors of the houses, temples and 
Dyramids at San Juan Teotihuacan, 
ind of many structures in the 
Mextean Valley. It is thought 
probable that they also built those 
edifices in Yucatan that shortly 
are to be explored by Americans. 
Similar works are found in many 
parts of Mexico. 

The name Toltec was applied 
to these people, but has been dis- 
carded for Tlachichique, Their art 
and sculpture were of a high order. 
Their writings no one has been able 
to decipher. They lived and flour- 
ished for about 2500 years. What 
has y been discovered indi- 
cates an empire of great dimen- 
sions, for thousands of men must 
have been engaged in construction 
and it would have taken many 
more thousands to support them. 
Their overthrow indicates an ¢x- 
tensive and thickly populated coun- 
try. For when the land of “The 
Makerg of All Things” was invad- 
ed by the Chichimecas, these culti- 
vated people covered their pyra- 
mids and temples at San Juan Teo- 
tihuacan with earth and brush so 
that they might not be defiled. Evi- 
dently they had time to hold off 
the invaders until this could be 
done, 


BELIEFS DIFFERENT 

Niven believes the Chichimecas 
were Indians from what is now the 
United States, and that their faces 
were painted. Others are inclined 
to believe they came from the Pa- 
cific. And Hyde sees resemblance 
of their statuettes and the Maori of 
New Zealand. Some say their 
faces were tatooed. The word 
means “savage dogs,” or “mad 
dogs,” and it is evident that they 
were uncouth savages. To this day 
the Mexicans use the word “Chichi- 
meca” to describe a “roughneck.” 

At the end of the twelfth or be- 
ginning of the thirteenth century 
of the Christian era “people from 
the north” began:to drift into the 
Mexican Valley. They were the 
Nahuas, some of whom have. been 
called Aztecs. The Spaniards be-. 
lieved the Aztecs founded what is 
now Mexico City, In 1326, but re- 
recent discoveries have ied to the 
belief that it may have been begun 
100 years earlier. 

According to Aztec legends, they 
came from Aztlan and were from 
200 to 300 years on the way. It 
is now believed that Aztlan has 


country, not far south of New Mex- 
ico. The Aztecs said they came 
from “the land of caves, the land 
of lakes and the land of heron.” 
Not only does that section of the 
northern part of the State of 
Chihuahua fit the description of 
their native land, but pottery al- 
most identical with Aztec pottery 
of Mexico City has been found. 
Then, too, some words used by the 
Indians there have been traced to 
the Aztec language. — 

Ninety miles north of Gallup, 
N. M., some wonderful ruins are 
being explored by the Natlonal 
Geographic. Soclety. They extend 
for twelve miles along the bottom 
of Charco.Canyon. Some of the 
buildings are five stories in height. 
Three classes of architecture are 
to be found In the same building, 
belleved to have been the work of 
three distinct races. Some of the 
pottery found there is of a high 
order, 


AZTEC BUILDING 

The Aztec succeeded in estab- 
lishing an empire that extended 
from the city of Zacatecas on the 
north well down into Guatemala on 
the south, and from the shores of 
the Gulf of Mexico into what is 


now. the States of Guerrero and 
Michoacan. If they could do that 
in a period of 200 to 300 years 
what might not a people, who left 
behind them indications of a much 
higher civilization, do during an 
occupation ef from 2300 to 2800 
years? 

The fame of the Tiachichigue 
must have traveled far ih those 
times before history of America be- 
gins. Else why did the Chi- 
chimecas come in such hordes as 
to overthrow them? And after the 
savage invasion subsided came the 
Aztecs. It seems reasonable to 
suppose they, too, had heard of the 
wealth of the vanished empire. 

The foregoing figures are .the 
suppositions of men who have de- 
voted years to archaeological ex- 
ploration tn Mexico. They are not 
held to be exact. These men of 
science welcome intelligent criti- 
cism. Gamio, head of the Mexican 
Department of Anthropology, cis- 
covered a pyramid in the lava bed 
south of Mexico City, and only re- 
cently Prof. Cummings of the Uni- 
versity of Arizona explored it. 
‘Cummings found that it went be- 
low the lava bed, and probably 
was the work of “The First Peo- 
ple.” That may correct Hyde’s 
estimate that the pyramid period 
of Mexico came 1000 years after 
the pyramid period of Egypt.

POLICEMEN 
DON’T NEED 
WARRANTS 


City Officers May Search 
Houses For Liquor on 
Own Initiative 


City policemen do not need 
search warrants to search premises 
for liquor, Judge Bledsoe of the 
United States District Court held 
yesterday. If, however, they are 
acting in the capacity of prohibi- 
tion agents under the instructions 
of a Federal prohibition officer, 
warrants will be required, he de- 
cided. 

The decision is a far-reaching 
one and affects a number of cases 
pending, in the opinion of men 
about the Federa) Building. It is 
declared a number of prohibition 
defendants intended basing their 
cages on the contention that the 
seizure of the evidence in their 
cases was illegal. The decision 
knocks the bottom out of such de- 
fenses. 

The case decided was that of 
Cc. L. Wolfe of 19410 South Nor- 
mandie avenue, Compton. His 
house was raided by policemen 
without warrants and a quantity 
of liquor was discovered in the 
bathroom. Wolfe was arrested, 
tried without a jury and convicted. 
He contended the raid was illegal 
and the evidence against him not 
properly in court. 

Judge Bledsoe decided that the 
raiding police were acting as city 
policemen and not as Federal] of- 
ficers when they made the raid and 
that they had authority to make 
the search without search war- 
rants. 

If they had reported the case 
to a Federa) prohibition officer and 
been authorized by him to make 
the arrest, the judge held, instead 
of going ahead on their own hook 
as they did, they would have re- 
quired warrants and seizure of the 
liquor without warrants would have 
been illegal.

‘Surely goodness and mercy 
shall follow me all the days of my 
life’"—this passage from the 
Twenty-third Psalm, gives expres- 
sion to a spirit of gratitude that 
finds in his utterances more fre- 
quent, mo emphatic and more 
beautiful forms of expression than 
can be found in the words of any 
other mortal known to history. 

Our text for today records the 
selection and anointing of David 
by the prophet. Samuel. The frst 
verse contains a rebuke to Samuel, 
administered by the Lord when the 
prophet hesitated about making 
known to the King the Lord's de- 
cree. Samuel feared Saul, but, 
obeyed the command of God when 
he received directions as to the 
selection of Baul's successor. 


AN IMPORTANT TRUTH 


Jesse, the son of Obed, and) 
grandson of Ruth, was to have the 
honor of having a son upon the 
throne of Isreal. Then follows an 
intensely interesting account of the 
selection of David 

Jesse made seven of his sons to 
pase before Samuel.” The first was 
Eliab, the oldest. He was evi- 
dently a man of striking appear- 
ance and Samuel was pleaséd with 
him, but the Lord discarded him, 
saying to Samuel: 

“Look not on his countenance, 
or on the height of his stature; 
because I have refused him; for 
the Lord seeth not as man seeth:; 
for man looketh on the outward 
apperance, but the Lord looketh 
on the heart.” 

Here we find an important truth, 
as we find them scattered through 
the Old and New Testament. 

Man is prone to look on the oft- 
ward appearance and, therefore, is 
being constantly deceived in men. 
“The Lord looketh on the heart,” 
the seat of purpose and of virtue. 
“Out of the heart are the issues of 
life,” and, “As a man thinketh in 
his heart, so is he.” 

Jesse then called six other sons, 
but none of them proved to be 
the chosen one. Then Samuel said 
unto Jesse: “Are here all thy 
children ?’’ 

Jesse answered that the youngest 
son was keeping sheep. “Send and 
fetch him,” commanded Samuel. 
“for we will not sit down, until he 
cometh hither.” 


FIRST MENTION OF DAVID 

The next verse of the text in- 
troduces David to the world: 

“Now he was ruddy, and withal 
of a beautiful countenance, and 
goodly to look to, and the Lord 
said, Arise, anoint him; for this is 
he, 

“Then Samuel took the horn of 
oil, and anointed him tn the midst 
of his brethern; an dthe Spirit of 
the Lord came upon David from 
that day forward.” 

The first test of David came 
when Saul was at war with the 
Pr ilistines. 

The three. oldest sons of Jesse 
were in the king’s army and David 
was sent to carry food to his 
brothers. He arrived just in time 
to see Goliath, the giant, challeng- 
ing any Israelite to meet him in 
single combat. He had come for- 
ward each day for forty days with 
his insolent boast and no Israelite 
dared accept—and it fs not strange 
that they were afraid when it is 


remembered that Goliath was ten/ 


feet in height, and clad in com- 
plete armor. 
DAVID’S REIAANCE 


The rest of the Israelites relied 
upon eir own strength and, of 


coursegthat was not sufficient for 
this emergency. But David had not 
reli ed upon his own strength since 
“the Spirit of the Lord came 
mightily” upon him, as the revised 
version, has it: His strength was 
in the Lord and he was not afraid. 
He at once stepped forward and 
offered to accept the challenge as a 
representative for his people. 

His brothers, quite naturally, at- 
tempted to dissuade him. If they, 
warriors, were not equal to the 
task, how foolish for a lad to mate h 
his strength against the giant. But 
David had the [nsistence that al! 
have who are conscious that they 
are carrying out the will of God, 
and that insistence finally over- 
came the fears and the protests of 
the disheartened Israelites. 

When he obtained permission to 


armour—in fact, clothed him in his 


isn Goliath, Saul offered him his| sin 


armour from head to foot, but | 
David declined, saying that he had! 
not proved it. Then, taking his 
shepherd's sling and five smooth 
pebbies from the brook, he went 
‘j}forth to what seemed the most un- 


equal combat recorded in history 


But the first pebble was enough; 
the giant had heedlessly exposed 
Kis forehead, and the pebbie sank 
into the.giant’s head. David ran 
forward and, seizing the giant’s 
own great sword, cut off his head. 
The Israelites, thelr courage re- 
newed by David's victory, rushed 
forward and the Philistines were 
routed. David was acclaimed a 
hero and the nation’s savior. From 
that day forth he had the love of 
the people and the envy of the 
king. 


PREPARING FOR GOD’S WORK 


Let us pause a moment to draw 
amoral from this incident in 
David's life. 

Whenever God has @ work to do. 
He has somebody prepared for it 
—the kind of preparation needed 
for the work. But the agent of the 
Lord does not always know—he 
seldom knows—the work for 
which He is preparing. When this 
shepherd boy was practicing with 
his sling, he little thought that 
the skill which he was acquiring 
would be te defense of hig people. 

Whether his preparation was a 
result of divine suggestion or an 
indication of a desire for thor- 
oughness, matters not! the disposi- 
tion to do thoroughly anything un- 
dertaken may have been itself the 
result of a thought implanted in 
his heart by, the Almighty and for 
apurpose. At any rate, he had the 
skill when the opportunity came 
to use it, and he so used it as 
to win favor at onve. 

Success may be defined as the 
conjunction of opportunity and the 
preparedness to meet it. Those 
who prepare well along some line 
of work are quite sure to have an 
opportunity to use their pre 
tion, but opportunities are of ho 
value to those who either do not 
see them or, seeing them, are not 
prepared to take advantage of | 


them. | 


TWO CHARACTERISTICS . 

The second period of David's 
life was spent In exile, fleeing from 
the wrath of Saul. It wasa period 
of preparation for the work that 
awaited him and brought out two 
prominent characteristics; first, 
forbearance. Saul sought to put 
him to death, but the Lord was 
with David and led him out of 
every ambush. Twice David had 
Saul within his power and wise 
he spared the life of the king 
struction. Buch a forgiving spirit 
is rare in one whose life is in peril. 

Second, an extraoridnary  a/ffec- 


‘tion grew up between him and 


Saul’s son, Jonathan. It stands 
out as one of the great friendships 
in history. The Pythian fraternity 
is built upon the friendship of 
two Greeks, Damon and Pythias, 
but the friendship between David 


and Jonathan is mere in many 


ways. 


vonathan was the son of the 


king who sought the life of David 
and he knew that David had been 
anointed as the succssor of his 
father; yet he protected this rival 
aspirant to the thrane and he did 
it at the risk of his own life. 

Damon offered himself as a 
hostage for Pythias—supreme test 
of his love—but his confidence in 
the honor of Pythias would not 
allow him to feel that he was tak- 
ing any risk. Jonathan, on the 
other hand, had no assurance that 
he could conceal from his father 
his devotion to one whom his 
father regarded as an enemy tothe 
kingdom. 


DAVID’S GRIEVOUS SIN 

While David's love for Jonathan 
dia not add as much to his own 
dangers as Jonathon's love for 
David endangered him, David was 
just as willing to assume al] of the 
risks involved. When the Philis- 
tine’s slew Jonathan and an Amal- 
ekite came to David with Saul's 
crown and a bracelet, taken from 
the king’s arm, and reported that 
he had, at the king’s request, dis- 
patched the latter when an at- 
tempt at suicide had failed, David 
caused the Amalekite to be put to 
death, saying, “How wast thou not 
afraid to stretch forth thine hand 
to destroy the Lord’s anointed?” 

The death of Saul and Jonathan, 
sad to David in spite of the fact 
that it established him upon the 
throne, called forth one of the 
greatest of David's psalme, it con- 
tained a tribute to Saul—'‘ How are 
the mighty fallen;” and a tribute 
to Jonathan—‘“Why love to me 
was wonderful. passing the love of 
women.” 
A word as to David's grievous 


In surrendering to passion he 
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was was guilty of the greatest of iniqul- 
ties, no more excusable in that age 
than now, but his repentance was 
as sincere as his guilt was deep. 
The consciousness of the enormity 
of his ein stirred his very soul and 
broadened the language in which 
he pleads against wrong doing and 
defends the justice of the decree of 
the Almighty. 

He did the only thing that a 
sinner can do by way of atonement 
—he used his sorrow to warn 
others against forbidden paths 


“SWEET SINGER OF ISRAEL” 
As king, he ed his people 
from attack and strengthened their 
position as a nation; he was a stal- 
wart teacher of righteousness and 
exerted a lasting influence upon 
the thought of the Children of 
Israel” that he had touched the 
ality and as virile spiritually as he 
was intellectually and politically.

European Currency 


Now Measured in Trillions; Face 


Value Increased Ten Times in Y ear 


The “trillion” has evidently 
come to stay as an every-day term 
in our discussions of world affairs. 
Prior to the war we seldom had 
occasion to use the term “billion,” 
Dut now we calmly accept the tril- 
lion (a thousand times as much as 
@ billion,) especially in the meas- 
urement of paper money, debts and 
Geficits of certain countries which 
have enormously increased their 
currency during and since the war, 
and at the recent rates of growth 
their record may soon run into the 
“quadrillion” column. Figures 
published by the Trade Record of 
the National City Bank of New 
York show that at least four of the 
European countries now measure 
their currency in trillions, and that 
& continuation of the rate of 
srowth during the past year would 
soon bring some of them into the 
quadrillion claas, 

These enormous totals running 
far into the trillions and threatem 
ing in some instances to extend to 
the quadrillion column are espe- 
cially notable tn official records of 
the outstanding paper money of 
Russia, Germany, Austria, and Po- 
land, all of which were counted in 
trillions at the end of 1922 and 
have in all cates made their chief 
gains within the last year. Russia’s 
currency which stood at 11,000,- 
000,000,000 rubles at the beginning 
of 1922 was, according to high au- 
thorities, 450,000,000,000,000 at the 
end of that year, being thus orty 
times as much as one year sing 
The German paper currency which 
totaled 146,000,000,000 marks in 
April, 1922, now statids at over 
5,500,000,000,000 marks, or forty 
times as much as one year ago.

Siey had gunpowder nearly 2000 years before gunpow- 
was “invented.” 

Shey knew a now lost method of illumination more mar- 
ie than electricity, gas light or wood fiames.

one question must@surprised at discevering that 

‘though the dust of ages has piled 
many feet over their tombs, we 
today carry on in the same funda- 
mental reactions towords work and 
play. pleasure and pain, juxury and 
poverty. 

There were no baseball diamonds 
in ancient Egypt. Nor was foot- 
ball in vogue. But a national 
pastime did exist. It was a form 
of ten pins. Objects set on. level 
ground some distance away were 
bowled over by @ rudely formed 
stone ball. The sport was uni- 
versal. One finds evidences of it 
everywhere. And many authori- 
ties believe that competition ex- 
isted. In fact some say that per- 
haps the reason for the frequent 
journeys of the various Pharaohs 
up and down the Nile was to at- 
tend championship battles between 
favored teams! 

One reads many jokes based 
upon the apparently cumbersome 
writing habits of the Egyptian. 


BRICK BOOKS 

Reading a book would seem 
Gifficult when the pages consisted 
of acturnl bricks, the size of the 
modern bullding variety. 

The real] situation wasn't so bad, 
however, because on each Egyp- 
tion word brick was the equivalent 
of nearly ten modern printed 
pages. A can could sit down by 
a pile of bricks as high as his 
waist and with but little difficulty 
master the “volume” he sought. 
Certainly reading was much simp- 
ler than it became later in me- 
Aieval times. In the days of Exypt 
“book brick” piles were frequent 
and in a majority of cases, open 
for public use. All save the de- 
graded ciasses could read. The 
bricks were carefully carved, the 
impressions permanent and legible. 
Twenty-five hundred years iater, 
in the Middle Ages, we find even 
reat lords and warriors illiterate! 
eading was confined to the priest- 
ly classes only and the only vol- 
umes in existence were written in 
ink on parchment which frequently 
faded and became completely il- 
legible. 

Perhaps the sentence which 
etarted this story surprised you. 

SPCRET EXPLOSIVE 

But certain savants have. found 
definite proof that a form of gun- 
powder was in use by the Egyp- 
tians, A secret explosive aided in 
handling the huge i100-ton stone 
blocks which are the masyvel of all 
who investigate Egyptian antique 
architecture.

Tagore, Rabindranath Ta,cfe! 
Countless Americans have thrilled 
at his poetry. 

And lately, especially during the 
last few years, news has been fl- 
tering into our country about Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, the nonco-opera- 
tionist leader, who has caused ana&- 
iety in the British Foreign Office.

There 
are a number of professors who 
are convinced that for use inside 
the tombs the Egyptiang had a 
form of light different than elec- 
tricity or anything now in exist- 
ence. This light was apparently as 
common as brooms are. now. 
therefore, nothing was written 
about it and nothing has been 
handed down. In all probability 
people digging for information 
about us 3000 years from now will 
néver know we had brooms be- 
cause nobody has thought brooms 
important enough to preserve them 
in any way for posterity. 


ELECTRICITY PERHAPS 


This strange light is deduced 
from the fact that when candle 
light, torchlight or electricity is 
played on the decorations inside 
the tombs they are frequently col- 
orless. - And yet when taken into 
sunlight they have many colors. It 
is believed that the lost secret of 
the strange Egyptian light has to 
do with an illumination that more 
closely approximated daylight than 
anything now in existence. 

Many people have commented 
that minus its springs, the two- 
wheeled chariot of the Pharaohs 
must have been exceedingly un- 
comfortable. Those who have 
aided Mr. De Mille in preparing to 
flm “The Ten Commandments,” 
however, have found that men 
like were too smart to 
have missed such an opportunity. 
In place of springs there was 4 
chariot floor of webbing, very sim- 
‘ar to modern rubber suspender 
fabrics, which gave easily as the 
chariot passed over inequalities.

One of the most pronounced 
characteristics of an Egyptian is 
very heavy, aimost double eye- 
lashes. These can be seen in the 


bas relief carvings on almost every 
tomb. and every present-day 
has them. 


Wiiham Rhodes ‘Hervey, vice- 
piesiaent of the Pacific-Southwest 
Savings Bank of Los Angeles, Cal., 
related to Mr De Mille an excep- 
tionally interesting instance of the 
Egyptian racial tenacity.

Ghandi said briefly: “Yes.” . 

Some remarked about the 
Chandi sat mute, almost as if he 
was not of this world. That was 
the quality that tmpressed me most, 
his utter disregard for things ma- 
terial. His eyes, so direct and vivid, 
seemed to hold a vision. Was it 
of India liberated, of the millions 
of Indians industriously weaving, 
spini.ing and toiling in the flelds;: 
an India free from bondage? 
Surely that must ever be his vision. 

Ghandi loves his race with the 
fervent love of a true patriot. 

A hundred years from now, the 
land of tomorrow will roll over a 


the thrift and toil that Ghandi 
preaches as the only road toward 
freedom. 

He is not a fiery, rash talker, far 
from it; Indian though he is, ain- 
cerity, usually so lacking in the 
character of an Indian, is his best 
developed quality. Above all else, 
Ghandi is sincere. : 


FORTUNATE AMERICAN 

When he learned that 1 was an 
American he smiled and said I 
was fortunate. That and nothin 
more. He didn't stay long and 
doubt that he uttered a score of 
sentences during his visit. Frankly, 
I wondered why he came. Was it 
to show his friendship for Tagore, 
or to defy the British, for a iot of 
English were present. Somehow 
1 can't picture Ghandi defying any- 
body; he is too far avove such mor- 
tal methods.

CALM AND SILENT

Jazz, Asserts 
Herman Heller 


“There are two kinds of jazz,” 
said Herman Heller, conductor of 
CGrauman’s Metropolitan Orchestra, 
recently. “There is the jazz we feel 
and the jazz we listen to.” Mr. 
Heller paused, not for effect, but 
to wipe the large drops of per- 
spiration from his forehead. Con- 
ducting is hard work! | 

“The jazz we feel ts the jazz of 
the dance hall,’ Mr. Heller con- 
tinued. “The orchestra can even 
play wrong notes, and we don’t 
mind it, so long as we are danc- 
ing. But let anything happen to 
the rhythm, and right away we 


the orchestra! The we lieten 
to is the jazz of the theater, when 
our optic nerves and auditory or- 


‘gans are centered on the music, 


and we are conscious of every little 
creecendo and subtle nuance. -« 

“In the theater, as well as in the 
concert hall, I am strictly in fa- 
vor of good music.” Mr. Heller 
said. 

“That dZes not mean that I play 
only the bie symphonies and over- 
tures. I play them, indeed, and I 
play jazz, too, but when wel! 
played it has its own merits. Jags 
is peculiarly and essentially A:scer- 
ican. It began with the negro type 
of syncopation, although it has 
ma left the confines of the cotton 
field. 

“It is my aim to build up the 
finest type of music syncronization 
for motion pictures, and to offer to 
the theater-going public music of 
the highest and best class. This 
does not necessarily mean the 
hardest to listen to, and assimi- 
late, but that which is most noble 
and beautiful in content. 

“I should like to see American 
music taken more seriously,’ con- 
tinued the conductor. “The music 
of the streets, while common, is 
none the less beautiful on account 
of it. <A jazz symphony could be 
heautiful. The Tarantelle is com- 
man in India, the Mazurka is the 
Polish dance of the common peo- 
ple, the Czarda is. ordinary every- 
day Russian, and the _ slow 
‘Walzer’ essentially Gérman as 
much as the ‘Valse,’ faster and 
of more finesse, is French. It is 
easy to underestimate that which 
comes into existance at our very 
doorstep, and yet the Europeans 
have never dreamed of developing 
syncopation as it has been  de- 
veloped In America.” 

Then Mr. Beller talked of his 
plans for the Sunday morning con- 


certs. He said that he intended to 
follow out-a certain plan for the 
programs which would make the 
programs more popularf 

“For instance,’ he went on, 
‘often I begin with a march. The 
reason? Few people really Listen to 
the first number. It takes them a 
while to get settled down, to get 
hold of their thoughts and con- 
centrate on what they are hearing. 
In a march the rhythms are posi- 


tive and strong, and people focus, 


their attention quicker than with 
any other type of music. Then I 
follow perhaps with a waltz. It is 
something of a contrasting rhythm, 
yet simple and effective to listen 
to. Then perhaps I use an over- 
ture that everybody knows. 
the audience is really ready to 
listen. Next I may introduce a 
novelty, or anything that is con- 
trasting to the other numbers. And 
at the last I really play to them, 
probably giving them something 
they have never heard before.”

The extent to which the Fourth 
Estate has influenced the selection 
of our candidates for the presi- 
dency from the naming of William 
McKinley to the somination of 
President Harding is set forth in 


this book by Mr. Kohlsaat with en- 
tire frankness and not a little 
gusto and personal pride. 

Mr. Kohlsaat is  ~particularly 


‘proud of his unique position as 


“brutal friend” and confidante of 
presidents and he proves his right 
to the title, with ample and con- 
vincing documentation in the form 
of letters written to and received 
from the different Presidents of 
the Unfted States during their 
terms of office, including McKinley, 
Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson and Presi- 
Harding. In the case of 
ex-President Wilson, he seems to 
have offered advice, but it was 
not followed. ; 

In revealing the manner of his 


appointment to the office of 
“brutal friend” to Presidents Hard- 
ing, he says: 


“December 26, 1920, I wrote to 
the President-elect that the news- 
papers reported that he had appli- 
cations for every office in his gift, 
and wondered if he had given 
the office of “brutal friend” to any- 
one. If not I made application, as 
it was the office I had held under 
McKinley, Roosevelt, Taft and 
Wilson.”’ 

The President-elect’s letter in 
reply is quoted in full. In it Mr. 
Kohlsaat’s commission was issued, 
if not in the form of an official 
document, at least in a very en- 
thusiastic acceptance of Mr. Kohl- 
saat's offer.

URGE ENABLING AcT 

Such an act was urged by the 
recent regional planning confer- 
ence and Jater by the regional plan- 
ning commission and was strongly 
supported by the California Con- 
erfence on City Planning. A. bill 
was prepared and introduced by 
Assemblyman Pomeroy who hap- 
pens also to be a member of the 
Regional Planning Commisston and 
that bill was passed by the As- 
sembly on April 28 and is now 
pending before the State Senate, 
where it has every likelihvod of 
being ratified. 

Immediately upon the county 
zoning bill going into effect. the 
Regional Planning Commission will 
apply its provisions as rapidly as 
possible throughout the whole 
metropolitan district.

With these new 
amendments incorporated in the 
original law, California now has 
probably the most drastic real es- 
tate license law of any State in 
the Union. California, which led 
in the enactment of such a law, 
again leads in making the law one 
with teeth in it. 

Chairman Akin, who had charge 
of the framing of the amendments, 
said in a recently published state- 
ment: “If the amendments now 
before the State Senate are enacted 
into law this result (making the 
law fit present needs) is apparent- 
ly very largely accomplished, as 
such passage will have the effect 
of putting upon the statute books 
an effective real estate law which 
will not only regulate the business 
so far as the broker is concerned, 
but will be an active stimulant in- 
bringing colonists and developing 
our immense land areas.” 

Whether Chairman Akin ts right 
in his diagnosis of what the law 
will accomplish time alone will de- 
termine. There is nothing radical 
in the amendments, but the pow- 
ers of the Real Estate Commis- 
sioner are augmented considerably. 
The broad supervision over the 
real estate business which has 
been given to the commissioner 
under the amended act may, as 
Mr. Akin says, prove a boon to 
California, providing the duties of 
the commissioner are equitably dis- 
charged. And there is no reason 
to believe that they will be in any 
other wise administered by the 
present commissioner. 

On the other hand, it seems that 
the fate of many future real estate 
men of California can be rather ar- 
bitrarily and summarily decided by 
the commissioner, No examining 
board, as at first proposed, 
been established, tut the commis- 
sioner himself can require proof 
from an applicant for a license as 
to his ability to carry on his busi- 
ness in a proper manner. A future 
Real Bstate Commissioner might 
place his own peculiar interpreta- 
tion upon what constitutes proper 
qualifications on the part of the 
applicant. 

Mr. Akin, in his statement, said 
that the law will stimulate the 
colonization and development of 
California. In this statement he 
undoubtedly referred to the power 
conferred upon the commissioner 
to inspect and approve all colon- 
ization projects before they are 
placed on the market. The reason 
for this amendment is obvious—it 
is intended to eliminate fraudulent 
colonization schemes, certainly a 
worthy purpose. But a great pow- 
er will be wielded by the commis- 
sioner. As long as this power is 
wielded wisely, the results will be 
beneficial, but there are dangers 
lurking in the legislation which 
may later need modification.

several thousand Mexican laborers 
to work in the steel mills of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation at 
Bethlehem, Pa.,; comes the au- 
thoritative announcement that the 
Minnesota Sugar Company of 
Cheska, Minn., has contracted for 
1000 Mexican laborers, and that 
the Pittsburg Glass Company has 
contracted for a large number of 
these foreigners to work in its glass 
manufacturing plant in Pennsyl- 
vania. 
The contract with the Minnesota 
Sugar Company provides and 
guarantees that all laborers ful- 
filling the contract will receive no 
leas than $23 per acre for cultivat- 
ing and harvesting the crop. A 
flat pay of $22 per acre is offered, 
$8 per acre to be paid when the 
beets are blocked and thinned, $6 
when hoeing is completed and the 
worker's row kept clean and free 
from weeds up to August 15, and 
the remaining $8 when the har- 
vesting is finished.

GERMAN MOVIE INDUSTRY 


Analysis of European Nation’s Activity Made by 
Department of Commerce 


Most of these do not produce 
regularly and the studios in Berlin 
and vicinity owned by certain film 
interests are. often rented out 
when not in use by the owners, 
to other concerns, in order to in- 
crease interest on their investment. 

The largest film concern in Ber- 
lin, known by its abbreviated title 
“Ufa” (Universal Film Aktien- 
Gesellschaft) produces five or six 
films a year. The “Ufa” is a good 
example of vertical organization; 
it owns its own atelier, produces, 
copies and distributes its output. 
It owns thirty theaters outright in 
Germany, twelve of which are lo- 
cated in Berlin. It holds shares in 
many other theaters. 

Munich, in Bavaria, is the second 
center of German film production. 
As many as 100 concerns are on 
record as producers, but only 
twelve produce regularly. Produc- 
tion in Munich is said to be fa- 
vored by lower production costs, 
While the landscapes in this dis- 
trict favor out-of-door operations. 

The German Film Loan Com- 
pany (Film Verleith Geselischaft) 
occupies a position similar to that 
of a wholesaler in other branches. 


Approximately 140 out of a total of 250 German film producing 
enterprises, and 80 per cent of total production, are centered in Berlin, 
and its suburbs, says Assistant Trade Commissioner W. T. Daugherty in 
a report to the Department of Commerce. 


Film loan companies number about 
300 at the present time. 

The number of motion-picture 
theaters in Germany is estimated 


at 3750, or one theater to each 16,- 
000 of population. About 150 of 
these, including the best appointed 
and the largest, belong to large 
concerns. About 300 theaters, with 
approximately 225,000 to 256,000 
feating capacity, are located in 
Greater Berlin. It has been esti- 
mated that the daily motion-pic- 
ture theater attendance in Ger- 
many amounts to about 1,000,000, 

Exports of German film to Euro- 
pean gountries amount roughly to 
30 to 40 per cent of production 
which in 1922 amounted to some- 
thing less than 300

FEBRUARY RECORD SLIGHTLY 
MORE THAN THAT OF 
JANUARY 


‘February exports of woods, 
planks and scantlings were only a 
little larger than the January ex- 
ports, and not a great deal larger 
than in February, 1922; but both 
ebruary and January exports ex- 
ceeded exports of December, 1922, 
by 15 per cent, says the Lumber Di- 
vision of the Department of Com- 
) merce. The wood exported in 
largest quantity in February of this 
year was southern yellow pine, 
whereas in February of last year 
Douglas fir was exported in the 
largest amount, 

The February export of yellow 
pine boards, planks, and scantlings 
was 49,125,000 board feet, of which

Site for Structure in Midst 
of Oil Field; Start Work

TORRANCE, May 6.—Building 
in Torrance is expected to re- 
ceive a decided impetus within the 
next two or three months as the 
result of the approval by the Los 
Angeles School Board of an appro- 
priation of $280,000 for the re- 
modeling of the old school build- 
ing and the erection of a new one. 
The addition to the present build- 
ing will cost aproximately $160,- 
000 and the new building will cost 
$110,000. Work on these two 
structures is expected to start as 
soon as school is out. 

It is estimated that the growh 
of Torrance is now so rapid that 
by the time the old building is en- 
larged and the new one completed, 
there will be a shortage of class- 
rooms and that it will be necessary 
to build additional portable struc- 
tures. The number of children 
in the Torrance schools today is 
twice that of last year, and a 
year from now is expected to be 
twice what it is now.

TANK BASE 
IS PLACED 


Unusual Operation Marks 
Activity of Local Concern 
In Carrying Out Program

Last week the bottom of one of 
the world's eight largest steel tank 
gas holders was placed in position 
upon its foundation at the South- 
ern California Gas Company's plant 
No. 1 at Bleventh street and Santa 
This marks the suc- 
cessful completion of the first stage 
of the erection of a mammoth 10,- 
000,000 cubic 
holder by that company. 

The procedure of 
bottom of this holder departed 
from usual construction procedure 
in that the many steel plates were 
assembled and riveted together, so 
that the finished piece of work, 273 
feet in diameter and weighing 495 
tons, was some two feet above its 
concrete foundation. It was then 
lowered into position by means of 
282 special screw jecks in about 
thirty minutes. 
enormous circular steel 
sheet forms the bottom of the 
water tank section, or cup of the 
new holder, 
68,000 tons of water, which serves 
joints between the 
heavy iron drums of lifts, which 
move up and down as the holder 
fills “or empties. 
tween each lift are sealed tight by 
water. A rim at the top of each 
lift, except the upper one, extends 
downward into a water-filled chan- 
nel at the bottom of the lift above 
The gas, although having suf- 
ficient pressure to raise the weight 
of the lifts, has not sufficient pres- 
sure to displace the water in the 
channels at the joints, or to escape 
from under the lower lift.

| The Ministry of Industry and Com-

According to Aurelio Leyva, sec- 
retary of the Confederation fo In- 
dustrial Chambers of Mexico, the 
beds were originally composed of 
organic vegetable substances which 
have underground a process of 
oxidation and become carbonifer- 
ous, giving off natural gas in large 
quantities. Although this gas 
probably could not be obtained suf- 


, ficiently to supply the entire city it 


could take the place of coal and 
wood to a certain extent. 

Besides the natural Gas a great 
deal of fuel may be gbtained by 
utilising the large carboniferous 
deposits in the vicinity of the lakes 
and swamps surrounding the city 
of Mexico. it is believed that the 
marshes of Chalco and Xochimileco 
alone would be able to furnish suf- 
ficient fuél-to supply the entire 
city, thus avoiding the desruction 
of the forests. 


TO DREDGE RIVER 

MBXICO CITY, May 5.—An 
agreement has at last been 
reached between the Mexican 
government and the petroleum 
companies for the dredging of 
the river Panuco. Large sand- 
bars have formed in the mouth 
of the river, making navigation 
very difficult for 
steamers. 

The periodical work of dredging 
the river wae originally paid. by 
the oil companies until they re- 
cently decided to discontinue the 
work and requested the govern- 
ment to carry it on. This the 
government refused to do on the 
grounds that no appropriation 
had been made in the budget for 
any such work and it consequent- 
ly did not have sufficient funds. 

The companies have finally de- 
cided to advance the money and 
have hired a Dutch company, 


to do the dredging. The govern- 
ment will then pay for the dredg- 
ing by lowering the taxes of the 
companies until the costes are paid. 
The amounts subtracted from the 
taxes will not be those on normal 
but on excess production «hd 
there will consequently be ho 
change effected in the budget. 
‘The Panuco River carries large 
quantities of detritus down to its 
mouth every year and sandbars 
are formed which present a seri- 
ous menace to investigation. The 
river has not been dredged now 
for some time and complaints 
are made by ship captains that it 
is not only difficult, but dangerous 
to enter the river. The dredging 
of the river will also increase the 
trade of Tampico. 


TO GROW BROOM CORN 

VICTORIA (State of Tamauli- 
pas, Mexico) May 5.—Growing 
broom corn for export is a new 
industry in this part of Mexico. 
A. G. Mason, an American settler 
near Isasi, has planted 150 acres 
of broom corn and he plans to 
ship the product to the United 
States. There is practically no 
demand for machine-manufac- 
tured brooms in Mexico. Most of 
the brooms used here arp hand- 
made and are of reeds or grass. 

The zgacaton root is another 
source of broom material but 
most of this product is shipped to 
the United States and European 
countries. The wild plants from 
which zacaton roots are obtained 
grow in profusion near San Luis 
Potosi, and the industry of digging, 
cleaning and shipping the roots 
has been very important for many 
years. The roots are used chiefly 
for the manufacture of brushes. 
Several years ago the industrial 
department of the National Ralil- 
ways of Mexico attempted to in- 
troduce the growing of broom 
corn in Mexico for domestic man- 
ufacture of brooms. It was found, 
however, that the people would 
not buy the American style brooms, 
so the growing of broom corn had 
to be abandoned. 

It has been found that the grow- 
ing of the so-called “brush” for ex- 
port in small quantitice can be 
done, small quantities 

aving been shipped to the United 
States from points in. Mexico last 
year.

This 
record flight of 2600 continuous miles required 26h. 49m. 4s.

“The ceremony of taking posses- 
sion of Monterey for Spain on June 
3, 1770, took place under the same 
oak tree where Sebastian Vizcaino 
had camped and erected a cross 
167 years before, newly, in the year 
1602. There are trees in many 
parts of the world that have histo- 
ries, but none has a story more 


fascinating than this tree, now 
ealled the Serra Tree. It was a 
‘magnificent specimen of the live 


oak for which Monterey is still 
famed, as, let us hope, it ever will 
be. In its place is a costly, hand- 
some and well-meaning granite 
cross, erected by a generous-heart- 
ed lover of Monterey and her past. 
But how a lifeless stone can take 
the place of a living tree it were 
hard to say. 

“In the tumble and wreck and 


qruin of once-¢reat days there came 


to Monterey some who neither un- 
derstood nor revered the past and 
its mfshty memories. They built 
a culvert around the old tree, 
walling it with stone that yet did 
not keep from it the seeds of 
death. And so, one day, a patrt- 
arch of a noble tribe withered and 
died and became an eyesore on the 
ancient high "ay. Then, when the 
man came along with the. stone 
cross, the tree was ruthlessly torn 
out and flung heedlessly—and with 
what ingratitude only the spirits of 
the dead can know—iuto the wa- 
ters of the bay. 
“But just a@the thievish tides 
were about to run away with the

death, carrying it to the hungry 
and engulfing sea, two men of 
Monterey, put out upon a scow and 
fought with the tides for the pre- 
clous burden.

“Besides having been the first

The hum of a high-powered 
automobile engine may be music 
to your ears but you would hardly 
imagine that an tIntimate know- 
ledge of harmonics was a neces- 
sary part of the equipment of an 
automotive engineer. 

But according to 0. R. Fuller, 
president of the White Auto Com- 
pany, local Stephen Six distribut- 
ora, when the Stephens overhead 
valve motor was perfected har- 
monies played an important ,part. 

“Every part was designed to 
stand high-speed operation,” says 
Fuller. ‘In the valve mechanism 
the engineers had to get around 
what they call¢éd the harmonic 
period of the valve springs. They 
explained it by suspending a small 
weight from an ordinary Yubber 
band, and the raising and dropping 
the weight. It fell beyond its 
normal! position and then continugd 
to oscillate at a uniform rate unWl 
it gradually came to rest again. 

‘The engineers said the rate of 
oscillation observed was the har- 
monic pé@riod of the rubber band, 
and that valve ewrings developed 
a similar harmonic period 
motor speeds, ctoatng the ‘walves 
according to the comparatively 
slow harmonic motion rather than 
by the snappy action of the cam. 
This condition they sald caused 
the engine to misfire, backfire, and 
to lose power ana waste much 
gasoline.

Any discussion of automobile 
riding comfort should begin with 
the pneumatic tire, according to 
H. R. Leonard of the Watson 
Stabilator Company. “It is the 
tire that comes into direct contact 
that has the 
original job of coping with the 
shock of hitting the bumps and 
ruts. 

“Tire manufacturers have al- 
ways laid great emphasis on tires 
being inflated to a certain arbi- 
trary air pressure. They have 
done s0 in a commendable effort 
to insure for the motoring pub- 
lic a greater mileage per tire. 

“The advisability of such high 
air pressure admits of question, 
however, and thinking motorists 
everywhere are changing their 
opinions about it. While it is true 
that a tightly inflated tire is Jess 
susceptible to injury from the road 
than one that is underinflated, it 
is equally true that the tightly in- 
flated tire is hard to ride on. When 
a tire is inflated to its maximum 
alr pressure, the sidewalls are 
nearly perpendicular and therefore 
Road shocks as a conse- 


quence are passed straight on to the 
car body. Slightly less inflation, 
on the other hand, gives the tire 
the added fiexibility of its aside- 
walis and it is capable of absorb- 
ing in much greater degree the 
shocks of the road. 

“Tire costs and depreciation are 
-not the problems they used to be. 
Tire construction has been so im- 
proved of recent years that now- 
adays motorists nearly always get 
more than the guaranteed mileage 
out of their tires and so are less 
concerned about depreciation and 
more interested in their own per- 
sonal comfort. They feel that since 
tires inflated to a slightly less air 
pressure than that recommended 
by the manufacturers insure more 
comfortable riding, that it becomes 
a simple matter of buying this 
comfort with reduced tire mileage. 

“Any reduction in tire mileage 
that the slightly reduced air pres- 
sure entails, however, igs more than 
apt to be offset by the reduced 
general depreciation of the car. In 
addition to the riding comfort that 
they give, resilient tires cut down 
chassis rattles and the strain con- 
sequent on hard riding and make 
the car itself last longer.”

LARGEST CAMERA 

What is declared to be the larg- 
est camera ever constructed is be- 
ing used by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey Bureau in copying 
intricate and complicated geologi- 
cal maps, thousands of which are 
prepared by the department every 
year. The work requires absolute 
accuracy and veracity to detail and 
ordinary cameras have been unsat- 
isfactory in copying the maps be- 
cause of the fact that they are 
not absolutely rigid. With the ordi- 
nary camera, too, probleme of 
alignment and focusing present 
themselves, since no two photog- 
raphers ever focus exactly alike, 
due to the difference in their power 
of vision. To overcome all these 
defects, experts of the Gedlogical 
Survey spent three years in ex- 
perimenting before they finally 
produced a rigid metal camera 
which answered every demand in 
the accurate reproduction of com- 
plex geological maps.

RELIGION OF GANDHI 


New Faith in India Stresses Pro- 
hibition and Sanitation 


A new religious movement in In- 
dia has been launched and is in 
full swing among the ‘villages, ea- 
pecially in and about the city of 
Surat, according to information 
which has just reached the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. The new 
faith stresses prohibition and sanl- 
tation. 

“The villagers,” says the board, 
“profess to believe that an invisible 
goddess is abroad, going around 
among the villages, revealing her- 
self to and taking possession of 
certain chosen individuals, and that 
the utterances of these persons 
under her influence are sacred and 
emanate from the goddess herself. 
The exhortations are given in a 
chant with many gesticulations and 
genufiections, and generally begin 
with the words, ‘Victory to Ma- 
hatma Gandhi.’ However, there is 
little of political significance in 
the doctrine of the new faith. 

“Drinking of either toddy (wine 
from the toddy palm) or other 
liquor is strictly prohibited and 
cleanliness of home and person en- 
joined. Women are ordered to 
bathe three times a day, men twice 
and the accumulation of rubbish, 
old clothes and other debris com- 
mon in Indian village homes and 
verandas is forbidden. The result 
ie that the villages are cleaner than 
ever known before in the memory 
of man.

In coming to San Juan [ had half in- 
tended to seek food and lodging wth an 
Indian family. I noticed nothing about 
their manner of living to discourage me 
in this; but when brought to the scratch I 
could not muster up the boldness to thrust 
myself upon them. So I broached the sub- 
ject to the storekeeper. He at once derided 
the notion upon grounds of uncleanliness 
and persuaded me instead to rent a room 
from himself. Thus the eve of San Juan 
ended with me ensconced in a neatly fur- 
nished adobe, counting sheep and practic- 
ing many other devices against the guffaws 
and hilarity of the priests.

With the rope attached not 
to the bell but to the clapper, or with a 
hammer in his hand, he applies himself 
ghoulishly to the making of as much 
noise as possible. The mellow intonations 
of which these grand old Spanish bells are 
capable are lost in a frenzied succession of 
staccato peals. If there are two or more 
bells, as Is often the case, the rivalry of the 
operators results in a clangorous confusion 
suggestive of a dozen fire engines racing 
down Mata street. But the Indian imparts 
something of his own individuality to his 
 bellmanship. No white man could get quite 
the same effect out of an intentional pande 
monium. 


Female Church Goers Make a a 
Colorful Procession 


Y THE time I appeared Indians and 
Mexicans were beginning to file into 
the church. Some made genuflections, all 
crossed themselves, in passing the gilded 
VirZin. The stream consisted for some 
time mainly of women—a treat for the eyes 
in théir many different colored rebosos and 
mantillas. The Indian women were distinc- 
tive for their short skirts and high-topped 
moccasins or wrap-leggings. The Mexican 
senoritas were togged out in frills and rib- 
bons and fancy hats, while their mothers, 
aunts and grandmothers wore black ex- 
clusively—long full black dresses and black 
shawls pulled closely over their heads. The 
older Mexican men were obviously indiffer- 
ent as to thelr appearance; faded suits, 
patched trousers, overalls, wide-brimmed 
black hats greenish and spotted with age, 
were good enough for them. But the 
youths were flashily attired, displaying loud 
shirts and socks, tan shoes, fancy hat- 
bands, bright neckties and studded belts. 
Large kerchiefs knotted loosely about their 
necks contributed a touch of the daring 
vaguero. A few sported elegant chaparre- 
jos, _ Pancy garters of the gentle sex served 
as sieeve bands. The Indian men re 
sponded to the church summons in surpris- 
ing numbers. All wore blankets, as startling 
an assortment as I ever beheld. Fine Na- 
vajo weaves were rare. The fancy Pendle- 
ton products, designed especially to capti- 
vate Indian eyes, were in the ascendancy. 
But there were also draperies of every de- 
scription and non-description—bed blankets, 
spreads, pieces of faded cretonne. One up 
standing buck carried with great dignity an 
old Bagdad curtain. The old grizzly haired, 
wrinkled-faced grandfathers looked as 
ough they had tumbled out of bed a mo- 
ment ago and snatched up the covering 
nearest at band.

Light-H earted, Noisy Swarms 
Gather for the Gala Day 


Y MID-MORNING San Juan began to 
swarm with hosts of Indians and Mexi- 
cans from all the surrounding pueblos and 
plazitas. They came in by wagonloads 
and cavalcades. The spirit of festivity 
grew by leaps and bounds.. All of the 
young people were decked out in their gala 
best. Shouts, peals of laughter and a buzz 
of light-hearted conversation enveloped the 
village. Magically appeared venders of 
fruit, melons, soda pop and pinonies. Games 
of ehance with alluring prizes of cheap jew- 
elry and imitation cut-glass in colors, be- 
gan to operate in tents and bough lodges 
These attracted Mexi- 
can patronage mainly. Indeed the flesta ap- 
peared to pertain more to the Mexicans 
than to the Indians. Old Caypa was in- 
vaded by a foreign host; and the demands 
upon the hospitality of the natives, though 
clothed in festal joviality, were as real and 
importunate as the requisitions of the early 
conquerors. 
Then a little before noon a wave of ex- 


rush for the main plaza. Above the din I 
caught the rhythmic beat of the Indian 
drums. The housetops afforded favorite 
vantage ground for variegated groups of 
Indians and Mexicans. In the plaza the 
eager spectators packed rows deep, those in 
back crowding forward to see, while those 
in front were pushing back to make room 
for the dancers. 


The drum tap was an iambic with the ac- 
cent on the first syllable. But at the end of 
every line or two, irregularities were in- 
troduced, surprising the attention and 
agreeably varying the rhythm. A chorus 
of voices accompanied the drymming in ca- 
dences of strange modulations, yet certain- 
ly deserving to be classed as music. Indian 
chants are generally thought of as weird 
combinations of minor intervals monoto- 
nously repeated, relieved only by wild 
shouts and yells. But this description is 
misleading as regards Pueblo ceremonial 
songs. Their strangeness seems to reside 
in a grouping of notes, distribution of time 
and placing of accent, fundamentally dif- 
ferent from anything in our music.

Evening in San Juan was delightful. 
The air had cooled. The stars came 
out large, bright and near. From the doors 
and windows of the Indian houses shafts of 
mellow light made paths in the darkness. 
Fires were started in many of the outdoor 
ovens. Blanketed figures passed to and fro, 
The yards and open doors presented many 
a picture of happy home life, brightened by 
pleasant conversation and light laughter. 

But from the porch of the Catholic dormi- 
tory loud, garrulous talk and strident laugh- 
ter split the night air, penetrating noisily 
to the farthest corner of the village. Four 
or five ecclesiastics were evidently ex- 
changing anecdotes after the liberal re- 
freshments of the refectory. I could find 
sympathy readily enough for their noisy 
merriment; but the contrast it made to the 
gentle temperate behavior of the natives 
afforded matter for reflection. 


Elaborately Costumed Dancers 
Earnest in Barbaric Ceremony 


HEN after much maneuvering I se 

cured a view, what,I beheld was a 
showlly costumed group of men and women 
methodically evolving the figures of a jerky 
dance. The women were decked out in 
Pueblo finery—silks, satins or sateens, rutf- 
fles, lace, white buckskin, and native jew- 
elry—all combined and elaborated into har- 
monies of bright color (for these Pueblos 
have taste) and gay ornamentation. Their 
hair, lustrous in the desert sunshine, fell 
long and loose about their shoulders. Sec- 
tions of board, curiously carved and painted, 
projected upright from their heads like 
monstrous barbaric diadems. In each 
of vermillion paint. They 
stoad erect, eyes lowered, scarely lifting 
their feet off the ground, and indicated the 
beat of the music with sprigs of evergreen 
carried in each hand. 

The male dancers displayed a good deal 
of painted skin. They were tuffed, circled 
and criss-crossed with feather and fur; 
beautiful fancy kilts of native weave draped 
from their belts: Shell necklaces, jewels

the Indians the padres | made them ostentatious impersonators of |fore the 


demigods and heroes of Pueblo ‘folkiore. 
They danced: with greater freedom than 
the women, stooping and whirling, flourish- 
ing their arms and carrying out uniformly 

a variety of fancy steps. The chanters and 
soastindin arrayed in their holiday best, fol- 
lowed the dancers at a crepeing pace. 

Gradually the fantastic group circled the 
plaza, while the crowd, quite. beyond the 
control of the Indian policemen, pressed 
noisily after them, scarcely allowing room 
for the many graceful evolutions .ef the 
ceremony. I thought I detected looks of 
annoyance in the faces of the danters. Cer- 
tainly the occasion was not auspicious for 
wafting prayers to the gods of rain. 

As the chanting and drumming ceased 
and the performers filed singly away in the 
direction of the sacred estufa, obstreperous 
Mexican youths attracted the crowd by loud 
shouts and wild riding to the outskirts of 
the village where a race was being ar- 
ranged with the Ute Indians. Shortly a 
dozen reckless horsemen flashed across the 
vegas and disappeared in a cloud of dust. 

' At intervals on through the afternoon the 
Indian dance was repeated. But more and 
more the Mexicans usurped the day for 
their games and carnival stunts; and I 
could not but feel a tinge of pity for the 
natives of old San Juan, whose earnest cere- 
mony in honor of the gods of their fore- 
father’s was thus profaned by the hilarious 
antics of an obstrusive invading host.

visited this week. It is in the heart of 
fashionable Berlin and it looks after forty- 
five children whose mothers work all day 
long for about 2 cents per hour. The chil- 
dren bring the prescribed food for their 
noon meal with them in the nursery and it 
is cooked by the nurses. Each child has 
a paper or cloth bag and two score such 
bags were hanging to hooks in the hall of 
the nursery over the hats and cloaks when 


The most scientific methods are used in 
the baby hospitals of Germany. Visitors 
can see the new arrivals only through 
glass, while the nurses wear nose masks 
to prevent contagion. 


I came in. They were empty, for the little 
ones had just had their dinner and were 
sleeping. I was shown one bag which had 
not been used. It contained a few potatoes 
and an apple and this was what made the 
meal. The apples and potatoes are cooked 
together and the children often have no 
other food. The little ones were sleeping, 
and the nurse warned us to move quietly 
as she gently opened the door of a room 
perhaps twenty feet square. It was filled 
with boys and girls of from two to eight 
years of age, lying on the floor, side by side, 
in rows. They wore patched clothing and 
looked neat, but only a few had undergar- 
ments although it was winter. The nurse 
picked up one boy and took him out into 
the hall. He seemed to be about 4 years of 
age but he told me he was 8, going on 9. 
He was a nice little fellow but he looked 
wan and worn. He is a type of many of the 
children in the German primary schools of 
today. 


Magnificent Schools and Un- 
derfed School Children 


FTER leaving the day nursery, I visited 
one of the best of the public schools 
of Charlottenburg, a fashionable quarter of 
the German capital. The school is sur- 


and trinkets, luridly painted gourd rattles, 
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war and it accommodates more 
than 900 pupils, having a playground of 
about half an acre. At the time of its con- 
struction the people were rich, and it has 
the most up-to-date of all school machinery 
and is the last word in advanced public 
school work. I went through room after 
room with the principal, and in none did [ 
find the children looking well fed.. Many of 
them were two-thirds the size of our boys 
and girls of the same grades in the United 
States. I saw child after child who had 
great lumps in its neck and other evidences 
of tuberculosis, and my heart fell as I 
passed through certain rooms where the 
children as a class were weak mentally and 
had to have educational methods much un- 
der their age on that account. Some of 
these children are cared for by the Quak- 
ers, who are doing a great deal of good. 

I talked with some of the little ones as 
to what they had to eat at their homes, 
finding only one in a class of a hundred 
who was accustomed to what an Americah 
child would think a square meal. This lit- 
tle girl said she had had that morning four 
pieces of rye bread with margarine and two 
pieces of liver sausage and also some choco- 
late. It seemed to me I could see the other 
children lick their lips as she talked, and 
when I asked what her father did she said 
he kept a grocery store and made much 
money. Another bright girl, who seemed 
better nourished than her fellows, being 
asked as to the secret of her well-being, 
said: “I don’t Quaker.” 


Cooking on Short Rations 
Becoming a Fine Art 


STRIKING incident was my visit to 
the cooking school where twenty as

have at home were learning the culinary 
art by preparing a dinner for themselves. 
I was told that the days on which they had 
cooking lessons were the star days of the 
week, as it was then only that they could 
be sure of a square meal. There were a 
number of fine gas ranges in the room and. 
the cooking utensils, bought before the war, 
were excellent. 


And what do you think they were cook- 
ing? Each girl had the same things for 
her meal. They consisted of a few cab- 
bage leaves, some raw potatoes, just peeled, 


This is the usual day’s ration and it is 
cooked in a stew. The teacher told me, 
however, that they had that morning, for 
the first time, some meat to add to the 
meal. They had a whole pound for these 
twenty live, active, 12 year old girls, and 
this was to be distributed throughout the 
class so a little could be mixed with the 
potatoes and cabbage. It would be less 
than a mouthful of meat for each girl, but 
it would flavor the dish. | 

I visited this school with my lady inter- 
preter and Frau Dr. Volihals, a child health 
specialist of the German Red Cross. As we 
left the building I asked the two ladies to 
take lunch with me at my hotel. Lunch 
was served in my apartment and among 
the dishes was some delicious venison, 
every bit of which was consumed. As it 
came on the table I spoke of the pound, off 
the neck of a bull, which we had seen at the 
school, and asked the ladies to estimate the 
weight of the venison steak we had before 
us. They guessed two pounds and a half, 
and that was none too much for us three 
grown-ups, whereas one pound had to do for 
those twenty growing girls. In addition we 
had clear turtle soup at the start, some 
potato patties, and ice cream with fruit and 
coffee to close. There must be something 
wrong with a world where such diverse con- 
ditions can exist within pistol shot of each 


other. .

The Stork Finds Qiemn a 
Most Congenial Nesting Place 


R generations. the stork has preferred 
| Germany to. France as its favorite nest- 

ing place. Abont Afty years ago the popula- 
tions of the two Oountries were almost the 
same. France had then 36,000,000, and Ger- 
many less than 4,000,000 more. Today 
France has less than 40,000,000 while the 
Germans, notwithstanding their losses dur- 
ing the World War, have increased to 60,- 
000,000 and more. This is so in spite of the 
large emigration from Germany and the 
fact that there has been practically no emi- 
sration from France. During my stay in 
Paris I found the French government doing 
everything it could to increase the birth 
rate, but so far the results are not flatter- 
ing. More than one-sixth of the babies 
born in that country do not reach the age 
of twelve months, and there is a large num- 
ber of illegitimate children who are aban- 
doned by their parents. There are numer- 
ous foundling asylums and baby hospitals 
but they lack the scientific efficiency of the 
German instituti6ns of a similar kind, and 
the mortality is far greater than it should 
be. 

Here in Germany the angels who watch 
over the babies go on the theory expressed 
in John Hay’s “Little Breeches:” 


“I think that saving a little child 
And bringing him to hi« own, 

Ie a derned sight better business. .- 
Than loafing around the throne.” 


These people consider their babies a na- 
tional asset, and, legitimate or illegitimate, 
every effort is made to keep them alive and 
bring them to manhood. They have more 
than 2000 children’s bureaus «which watch 
over the little ones. They have asylums and 
hospitals which take care of the poor, and 
there are homes to which the unmarried 


mother can go before the birth’ of her child ; . 


and can stay for a period of two years, 
earning her living by doing sewing, an art 
which is taught her. The object is to keep 
the mother and baby together. [If the 
mother had to work outside for her living, 
she would have to farm out her baby or put 
it where she could see it but seldom. While 
she is at work in the home, the nurses 
’ take care of the children and everything is 
done to make them healthy and happy. An- 
other. reason for keeping the mother and 
child together is that the father of the child 
often visits the mother, and in many cases 
a marriage results.

Fasting 
N INCREASING number of thinking 
uk medical men are recognizing the great 
salue of fasting, as a means of assisting na- 
ture to eliminate waste matter and poisons 
from the body, and restore health. 

The fear of abstention from food for long 
periods is “entirely unjustifiable,” we are 
told by Prof. S. Morgulius of the college of 
medicine of the University of Nebraska, | 
writing on “Fast and Famine” in the 
Scientific Monthly, Utica, N. Y. “He ad- 
vises both layman and physician to “lose 
their instinctive fear of fasting,” while 
warning both that the treatment must “not 
be left to the judgment of amateur enthusi- 
asts,” but must be carefully studied and 
controlled by experts. In the hands of the 
skillful practitioner, he asserts, total abstt- 
nence from food may prove a wonderfully 
effective weapon in restoring health. The 
experiences of recent years, which through 
the medical press have reached a large au- 
dience will, he says, in course of time, alle- 
viate the fear of fasting. He goes on: 


“The biological fact that under inanition 
it is the weakest parts of an organism 
-which are the first to undergo destruction 
and are eliminated from the body may be 
safely put at the foundation of the therapy 
l-hy this means. It is doubtless true that it 
fis a rational therapy in affections of the 
alimentary canal. Through its tendency to 
lower the body temperature, -inanition 
would be especially valuable in inflamma- 
tory involvements of the gastro-intestinal 
tract, as in typhoid or diarrhea. 

“Since emaciation frees the organism of 
the excesses of inert material in its tissues, 
it is often a great boon. The study of 
physiological inanition should dissipate all 
terror of a possibility of endangering exis- 
tence. Laboratory as well as clinical ex- 
perience corroborates the rejuvenating ef- 
fect of inanition. If not too prolonged, in- 
anition is distinctly beneficial and may be 
nseful in overcoming somnolence and lassi- 
tude as well as in improving the fundamen- 
tal organic functions (circulation, respira- 
tion) muscular strength, or the sculty of 
the senses. 

“To understand this beneficial influence 
we may imagine the organism as a way 
farer starting on a long journey provided 
with a load of victuals. Crouching under 
his heavy load, he trudges along slowly and 
with difficulty. His heart is overworked, 
his respiration is forced, and every obstacle 
in the road quickly wears him out. Gradu- 
ally his supply of victuals is consumed and, 
as the burden becomes smaller, his step 
grows lichter. He advances more quickly 
and overcomes obstacles more easily be-

So, in March 
and part of April the coach was usually 
abandoned, and the leather letter-bags only 
were taken through on a two-wheeled cart, 
drawn by four good horses, with relays of 
fresh horses every twelve or fifteen miles.

“In the spring of 1851 I, myself, had oc- 
casion to send a load of nursery-stock from 
a point In Macon county to several points 
in Shelby and Coles counties, southeast- 
ward from Decatur. I selected a very strong 
light wagon, usually known as a two-horse 
lumber wagon, and loaded it with about 
1500 pounds of plants. And it required 
seven yoke of oxen in the hands of two ex- 
perienced drivers to make the trip.

This was the piece of land, some eight 
miles away, which John Hanks, who had 
preceded them into Illinois, had selected 
for them on the bluff above the Sanganron 
River. Here they “squatted,” built a cabin, 
cleared and fenced ten acres of land, and 
put in a first crop of corn. Of this work 
Abraham did a full share, for though he 
was now past his twenty-first birthday, he 
seems unwilling to have abandoned his fath- 
er until he was settled. 


A Hard First Year That 
Has Been Neglected 


HE young man’s life in the first year 
in Illinois has been generally negiect- 
ed by his biographers. As a matter of fact, 
it was an interested and varied, if hard, 
year for him. The country into which they 
had come was sparsely settled and very 


poor. The taxes of Macon county in 1829 _ 


had amounted to only $109.32%. Decatur 
was only nine months old, and although 
plotted and officially the county seat, the 
first session of court was not held until 
May, 1830. The only building of any size 
was Uncle Jimmy Renshaw’s general store. 
There were as yet no roads, only trails. 
The mail came in rarely, and only from 
the north. The vast prairies were regard- 
ed as unfit to till, and reasonably enough, 
for they were under water a good part of 
the year. The grass which covered them 
was like a jungle, growing six to eight feet 
high, while the sod was so tough that no 
plow. then known could cut fit. Yet these 
plains were rarely beautiful. Those who re- 
member them tell you of acres upon acres 
of blue iris, so thick that one could scarce- 
ly pass through it-—-of strawberries so m

Mary Warnick Was

T WAS here at Warnick’s, if we are to be-

had a daughter Mary, and the story goes 
that Lincoln paid her somewhat impas- 
sioned court. However, as she was married 
the summer after he came to Mlinois, it 
must have been a short courtship. He is 
reported to have been attentive later to 
another young girl of the neighborhood, 
Miss Jemima Hill, and this story is not 
spoiled by Jemima’s marrying the year 
Abraham was her neighbor.

Possibly, if it had not been for sickness 
and disastrous weather conditions which 
ended in driving Tom Lincoln away from: 
the “Riverside Home,” Lincoln might have 
been permanently associated with Decatur. 
But some six months after their arrival the 
whole family was stricken with fever and 
ague—the bane of the prairie countries. in 
those days. The miasma which poured 
from the undrained lowlands, the fogs which 
shut them in like a black, wet blanket, all 
encouraged the disease. One gets a hint 
of how it was affecting Tom Lincoln from 
the accounts of James Renshaw’s general 
store in Decatur, for in October of the year 
charges began to appear opposite Tom Lin- 
coln’s name for what was called “Barks”— 
a Peruvian bark and whisky tonic gen- 
erally used by settlers for ague. Poor, Tom 
and his family must have been y af- 
flicted, judging from the amount of “Barks” 
that they bought! 


Known as the Winter of 
the Deep Snow 


N TOP of this affliction there came the 
most terrible winter known in the 
written history of Illinois—‘“the winter of 
the deep snow.” It began on the twenty- 
- ninth of December—a fall of two and a half 
feet, all over the northern part of the State. 
A trost followed, and on top of this came an- 
other deep fall. For over two months the 
country Was under something like four feet 
of snow. Many of the settlers were so 
nearly entombed that it was only at the risk 
of their lives that they were able to get 
out to have their corn ground, so that fre- 
quently many were close to starvation. 
Deer frequently joined the herds of cows, 
and the wolves, which were able to go about 
on the light crust, were more flerce and bold 
than ever. There is no doubt that the Lin- 
coin family suffered terribly in this winter. 
this period Abraham is said to have froz- 
in trying to get to Major War- 
that for a considerable period 
be cared for at their home.

It was the first of March before they 
could get out: of Macon county, and even 
then there was.no traveling overland, so 
flooded were the prairies by the melting of 
the big snow. There was nothing to do but 
to buy a canoe and float down the Sangamon 
River. This is the time, says Lincoln's auto- 
biography, and the manner of “Abraham's 
first entrance into Sangamon county.” 

It was the time and the manner, too, of 
his first going on his own. Indeed, there 
was nothing for him to do but let the Lin- 
colns, the Hanks and the Halls shift for 
themselves. They never attempted to prove 
up their title to the land on which they had 
built their cabin and made their improve- 
ments. Indeed, the first certificate of entry 
for the “Lincoln Riverside Home” was in 
1836 by one Percy Strickland. The land, 
as the chain of titles in the Decatur Lin- 
coln collection shows, passed through many 
hands. Now ft is under a trusteeship, set 
| aside by its last owner to establish and main- 
tain, after his wife’s death, a home for or- 
phan children under 16 years of age. What 
better monument to Lincolna’s year in Macon 
county could we have? 


Tom Lincoln's Death 
Occurred at Coles 


ROM the “Riverside Home” Tom Lincoln 

went into Coles county, some twelve 
miles from Charleston. There he entered 
land, and tWfere, in 1851, he died. The disas- 
trous year on the banks of the Sangamon 
seems to have broken him entirely. He 
was 50 years old when he moved out of 
Indiana—a serious age at which to be at- 
tacked by fever and ague. He never re- 
covered entirely from it. It is a disease 
which saps energy, and for energy Tom had

WENTY-FIVE years ago I knew im 
Springfield, Ill., an interesting old gent- 
feman, John Roll—a young man in Old San- 
gamon when Lincoln and his companions 
appeared there to build their flatboat.

dertaking, and, according to Mr. Roll, no 
gang of workers ever had more amusement

T WAS along about the middle of April

Up to this time Lincoln had had 
the moral and-intellectual conviction that it 
was wrong, but that had any real feel- 
ing about it I doubt very much. That what 
he saw in New Sciciak’ aroused a flare of 
hatred and revolt seems to be certain, and it 
is that experience which makes his trip 
down the river in 1831 of particular impor- 
tance in hig development—a thing not to 
be forgotten as we follow his life.

“There is a widespread notion 
that fish contains large proportions of 
phosphorus, and on that account is par- 
ticularly valuable as brain food. The per- 
centage of phosphorus in specimens thus 
far analyzed are not larger than are found 
in the flesh of other animals used for food. 
But, even if the flesh is richer in phos- 
(PMorus, there is no experimental evidence 
wo warrant the assumption that fish is 
more valuable than other food materfal for 
the nourishment of the brain. 

“The opinion of eminent physiologists is 
that phosphorus is no more essential to 
the brain than nitrogen, potassium, or any 
other element which occurs in its tissues. 
The value commonly attributed to phos- 
phorus is based on a popular misconception 
of statements by one of the early writers 
on such topics. In discussing the belief 
that fish contains certain elements which 
are adapted in a special manner to reno- 
vate the brain and so to support mental la- 
bor, a prominent physiologist says, ‘There 
is no foundation whatever for this view. 

“In confirmation of the above it has not 
been observed that fishermen who live 
mainly On fish are more intellectua) than 
those who do not eat fish.” 

This is not altogether accurate. Fish 
does contain a large percentage of phos: 
phorus. Following is from a table com- 
piled by Otto Carque, from German sources, 
showing the mineral contents of various 
foods, in parts per thousand of the water 
free substance:

Some Causes of Sieeplessness 


is from “Preventing In- 
somnia,” by Fred Fairplay: 

“Every little while we are told in all: 
seriousness by someone who knows all 
about it, that if we would be healthy we 
should eat an apple, or perhaps an orange, 
every night just before going to bed. Let 
us examine their proposition: 

“An ordinary meal averages four hours in 
digestion, while many meals need an extra 
hour. That makes at least twelve hours 
work each day, from childhood throughout 
life. How is that for a job, 365 days a year? 
Suppose you were obliged to live in a dark 
cavern all your life and work twelve hours 
a day always, and just as you thought you 
were through for the day someone up over- 
head should send you down another two 
hours’ work. And suppose he should do 
this every night, what. would you do? And 
what if he should add insult to injury by 
telling you that ‘the did it to make you 
healthy. What would you think of that? 

“When a piano after incessant pounding 
gets out of tune, the way to restore tone to 
it is not to pound it some more, There is 
a limit of endurance in both animate and in- 
animate objects. Digesting the meals most 
people eat is a big job for a healthy 
stomach. What must it not be for one that 
is tired, weak, wornout from overwork? 
Even a little fruit, or a dish of ice cream, 
means an hour or two more work. 

“If you force extra work on _an organ al- 
ready badly abused don’t say you do it to 
build health. No; say you do it in defiance 
of nature and common sense. Never eat an 
apple, or orange, or popcorn, or nuts, or 
anything else after your evening meal. 
Those are foods and they must be digested. 
To do this your stomach if already tired is 
obliged to draw vitality from other organs. 
If you drain stomach, heart, kidneys, brain 
or any other organ or part of the body of its 
own vitality it calls for help—and gets it— 
from other organs, and finally the one most 
greatly taxed collapses. The chain breaks 
at the weakest point. 

“Sleeplessness is caused by erratic func- 
tioning of the fherves, and disordered car- 
riers forcing too much blood to the brain. 
The way to prevent this, or any other dis 
ease, is to correct the condition which 
causes#it. One of the chief causes of wake- 
fullness is dietetic anarchy. Eating unfit 
food at all hours of the day and night and 


ness, insomnia being one of the minor com- 
plaints. 

“Three meals a diy is enough for any 
person. If one does heavy. 
manual work the meals may be hearty, or 
one or two of them may be,-for heavy labor 
used up the bodily tissues rapidly, and con- 
siderably more food is required by such a 
worker than is needed by one doing light 
physical or brain work. These meals 
should be eaten at regular intervals and no 
food, either solid or liquid, taken into the 
stomach between meals. Women more than 
men are inclined to nibble or taste foods 
between meals. That is one reason why so 
many orphan asylums are necessary. 

“Tea and coffee are nerve and heart 
stimulants, objectionable if one desires good 
health. Coffee is especially provocative of 
sleeplessness if taken during the evening. 
Many people who have been handicapped 
by wakefulness have overcome it by dis 
continuing the use of coffee entirely. Tea is 
not so bad for the evening meal, but coffee 
should never be taken during the late after- 
noon or evening. 

“Another reason for not eating during the 
evening, especially by elderly or feeble peo 
ple, is the danger of the food forming gas 
in the stomach and bowels. A tired stom- 
ach is unable at once to digest the over- 
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supply of food, consequently the stuff ties 
there in a wet and warm receptacie until 
fermentation ensues, thus causing more or 
less gas to form. This is one of the most 
common causes of wakefulness. 

“Insomnia attended by considerable nerv- — 
ousness may generally be: attributed to in- 
digestion. A small amount of this gas filis 
out the stomach somewhat, usually causing 
a feeling of fullness; a greater amount so 
distends the organ that it presses against 
the heart, frequently terminating in an 
acute attack of heart trouble, sometimes re 
sulting in death. 


“Too much bedding is a cause of wake- 
fulness. Too great a weight as well as too 
much warmth, hinders normal circulation, 
and this prevents sleep. Blankets are bet- 
ter coverings than comforters. And the 
fold in the double blankets should always 
be at the foot, not the head, so that if too 
warm one may throw back one thickness 
and not be obliged to lay off both for this 
might leave an insufficient amount and thus 
cause chilliness.

ANHATTAN, south of Fulton street, 
is a menagerie for common but pe- 
Mi culiar beasts, namely bulls and 
bears, and a goodly number of the 
population spends its time trying to tame 
or train one or the other of the animals. 
Now and then a man comes along who tis 
skillful enough, patient enough or able 
enough to train both to tear a hole in the 
money bags and let a little stream of gold 
trickle into his pockets. There have been 
several such individuals in every decade, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jay Gould, Daniel 
Drew, H. H. Rogers, James R. Keene and 
E. H. Harriman, among them. Of the names 
here cited only one failed to be possessed 
of great wealth at his death, which proves 
merely that old Daniel didn’t have the ani- 
mals trained right. Today the center of the 
ring is held by Jesse Livermore, and he Is 
making them jump through the fiery 
hoops or walk on their forepaws just as he 
pleases—-with, as the reports have it, at 
least $5,000,000 “salted” away where he can- 
not touch it, in the event that the bear 
claws or the bull gores him. 

The young chaps i Wall street say that 
Livermore is a bigger man in the stock 
market than any operator who went before 
him—which may or may not be true, but 
certainly the market is far bigger than 
ever it was before. The older people dispute 
it, but then again age is always prone to 
discount youth. 


So enter Mr. Livermore himself. He was 
heard from first twenty years ago, when, as 
a very young man, he had acquired’ the 
knack or art of reading the ticker and beat- 
ing the bucket-shops in their own game of 
beating the “suckers.” He did it so well 
that his name became anathema in the best 
bucket-shop circles, and his orders were re- 
fused by all and sundry. Then he went to 
New York where he tried the same tactics 
in legitimate stock transactions and went 
“broke.” That was preliminary training. 

In the panic of 1907, during the reign of 
Roosevelt, he made a “killing,” and reports 
had it that he profited to the extent of 
$2,000,000 in that great slump of stock 
prices. A year later he was credited with 


making $500,000 in cotton and he was hailed | 


as the boy wonder who was filling the shoes 
of Dan Sully, king’ of cotton. Things went 
along prettily until 1915, when, s0°to speak, 
_ all four tires went flat, and, in Februag of 
that year, he filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy, owing some $4,900,000, accord- 
ing to Dame Rumor. 

And right here begins the story of one 
of the most remarkable “comebacks” in all 
Wall-street history. Somehow or other he 
managed to get a small “stake,” one of the 
brokerage firms offering to let him trade on 
a small scale. Two years later, his cred- 
itors, who probably hold all long-distance 
records for agreeable surprises, were paid 
off in full and in a lump sum. That was by 
1917, and in the same year he was reported 
a purchaser of $1,000,000 in Liberty bonds. 
That means that in two years he must have 
made about $6,000,000, starting with noth- 
ing except a badly punctured reputation as 
 @ plunger, always assuming that the figures 
of his failure are correct. Allowing a mil- 
lion one way or the other for inaccuracy— 
a million more or less is nothing in the life 
of Jes<«e—and the net result is astounding. 

Betwe@n 1917 and 1919 came the most 
buoyant of bull markets since the great 
trust area of 1901, and Livermore was in 
the market those days with both feet. Late 
in October he became the big figure in the 
great crash that followed the unconscion- 
abit inflation in all directions in the post- 
war days. He was then the bear of bears, 
the rampant destroyer of values in stocks 
and the victims of the crash denounced 
him roundly as a “pirate” and all the other 
pretty things the two Wall-street factions 
call each other when things g0 wrong. 
More millions? 

September, 1921, proved another mile 
stone. In August of that year stock prices 
had reached their nadir. The gloom in Wall 
street and in the West and South was so 
thick that Battery Park was the summer 
resort of large slices of the trading fra- 
ternity. The day after Labor Day an elec 
tric thrill ran through the street. Jesse 
Livermore had told the newspaper boys 
that the bear market was at an end and 
that moderate {improvement in prices might 
thenceforward be expected. Immediately

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the ears of the wall-street habitues went 
up. “Livermore, the big bear, bullish? 
Hee-haw! That's funny. He wants to put 
them up and soak them again, that’s what!” 

Livermore meant every word he said, and, 
in his relations with the public as well as 
in his dealings with the men he does. busi- 
ness with, this is one of his outstanding 
characteristics—fundamental honesty. The 
wiseacres continued to sell stocks after 
‘the Livermore statement. The stock market 
has been advancing ever since, and it is 
now nineteen months since he made it. He 


| 


has been its leader throughout, and the 
deeds and interests imputed to him have 
given him an almost mythical character in 
the street. If a stock rises, falis or wiggles 
about a bit, it is indeed a poor reporter 
who cannot find some one who blames it on 
“J. 

I sat im Livermore's office one day a few 
months ago, asking him his opinion of the 
market and of the probable course of busi- 
ness for the year.. He told me then that 
prices would go higher, that an oil boom 
was likely and that the time to sell stocks 
would not come until the general public 
began its usual frantic buying at the top. 
He commented also on the tremendous 
merger possibilities in American industry, 
and he deprecated the growing tendency in 
America of seeking legislative nostrums for

It explains also 
some of the energy he brings to bear on 
his life work, that of making markets and 
quotations. Every faculty, and his subcon- 
scious mind as well, seems at all times to 
be straining toward his goal of complete 
knowledge and understanding of markets 
and the forces that rule them. And in that 
intense application of his energies, plus a 
‘remarkable intuitive “ticker sense,” les the 
explanation of his rise to the front rank 
of modern giants. 

Why is Livermore a giant of Wall street?

“Making a market” for stock is a very 
important function in modern Wall street. 
Perhaps this can be best illustrated by go 
ing back to the days of James R. Keene 
when he was retained by J. P. Morgan & 
Co. to make a market for the freshly issuec 
stock of the United States Steel Corpora 
tion. The operation was colossal, the se 
curity untried, the prospect in doubt. To 
sell this stock required advertising, confi- 
dence and enthusiasm. All of this had to 
be created,..The results of this venture have — 
since more than justified themselves. Had 
the securities remained unmarketed, which 
was more than a bare chance, there mighi 
have been no Steel Corporation. Or con- 


sider another recert operation. The L. R. 


Steel Stores floated large quantities of 
stock, selling at high prices to the general 
public. But the sellers neglected to pro- 
vide for a free market to determine what 
the actual value of the stock was. The 
crash was inevitable. A short time ago 
Livermore was the power behind the mar- 
ket for Piggly Wiggly stock. It was a specu- 
lative operation with a bit of revenge in 
it. When he refused to “spring a corner, or 
in other words, destroy the free market, he 
was “fired.” The cupidity of the owners of 
the stock caused a scandal, and the reckon- 
ing will come. In times of inflation, he sell: 

“stocks” short, because prices are too hig! 


.}or beyond intrinsic values. This serves ar 


a cushion when the inevitable drop comes. 
for the short seller must eventually buy tc 
complete his transaction. When prices are 
too low, the operator buys stocks, which 
keeps up values, because he sees into the 
‘future.

OHN, THE BAPTIST, John the 
Disciple, and the later Johns who 
earned apotheosis in the early 
Christian centuries, are unrivaled 
in the sumber of memorials 
erected to them by the Spaniards 


Southwest. These took the form 
of miesion establishments among 
the natives. This or that San Juan was 
appointed patron saint of the benighted 
Gentiles, who were not consulted in 
the matter. In most cases the native name 
of the rancheria or pueblo was done away 
with, and the place was thenceforth known 
as Sen Juan Bautista, Capistrano or some- 
thing or other, or simply San Juan. Francis- 
co, Luis and Diego were also favorites. 
Nearly all the saints were remembered. 
The special day of the saint was set aside 
for the chief annual celebration or fiesta, 
when the Christianized natives were -per- 
mitted to indulge to thetr heart's content 
in the barbaric rites and dances of their 
forefathers. The secret of the success of 
the Roman Catholic church in the mission- 
ary field lies largely in its tactful willine- 


ness to interpret heathen rites, at least for | 


a time, in terms of Christian homage. 

San Juen Day is fmportant among all 
the Pueblo communities of Catholic af- 
filiation. The boys and men bearing the 
Incky name meet with rare good fortune 
that day. Women balancing wpon their 
heads baskets of leavened bread, tortillas 


and sweet corn cakes ascend to the house- | tlemanly people.

THERE any psychology in the illumi- 
nation of a house? In other words are 
your feelings affected by the amount 
and kind of light that is contained with- 

in the walls of your home? If you are not 
conscious of any effect, you are, indeed, 
fortunate, for this proves that someone 
has looked after the lighting of the par- 
ticular house in which you live in a very 
satisfactory manner. The work has been 
so well done that you are not aware of it. 
You have made a most fortunate escape 
from the annoyance arising from a bad 
lighting system. That 


more to the matter 
than that. Homes 
shopld be so well 
lighted that conscious 
and very positive 
pleasure come to us 
from this source. 
Light has just such 
an effect upon us 
emotionally as has 
music, and just as 
has light’s in- 
separable companion, 
color. But if the ef- 
fect of light is not so 
light deep as is the others, 
eg oa it is at least wider, 
v since light effects us 
physically as well as emotionally. . 

This phase of our subject h°« been well 
appreciated by people as far back as we 
ean look historically, for light is associated 
with good and darkness with evil. Intense 
white light has been associated with divin- 
ity, and intense darkness with the depths 
of iniquity.

“Community” Lights 
Are Not Sufficient 
T DOES not conduce to the comfort of the 
family if there is only one good place in 
the living-room where one may read under 
a strong light. For each member of the 
household there should be at least one

OW let us have the positive side of the 

matter of fixture placing. In the bed- 
room fixtures should be placed on each side 
of the dressing table space. If this is not 
possible one light should be placed in the 
wall just above the mirror. If the door 
has a mirror in it a light should be placed 
directly above it (on the wall.) in case 
lights cannot be placed on each side of it 
as suggested for the dresser. Each side 
of the bed space should be so provided, 
or, in lieu of this, base-board sockets 
should be placed conveniently near so that 
a reading lamp may be used. This is suf- 
ficient in a bedroom unless it is very 
large. In the dining-room there should be, 
as just stated, a central chandelier with 
downward facing globes (the spray ar 
rangement is excellent) placed at such ap 
elevation that there is no glare im the-eyes 
of the diners. This is 


spray. Wall lights im the 
are not strictly necessary but they 
very much to be desired—the effect is so 
good. No one can thoroughly enjoy a meal 
in any but a brilliantly lighted room. In 
the living-room fixtures should be placed at 
each side of the fireplace and several base- 
board sockets should be provided for the 
use of floor and table lamps. If ether wall 
sockets are used in the living-room they 
must be placed in relation to wall .space 
that may be used for table and chairs. 
Some elegant living-rooms and some very 
simple ones are planned without any wall 
sockets or ceiling lights of any descrip- 
tion. The illumination is all secured by 
the use of floor and table lamps. This ar- 
rangement is extremely satisfactory and 
may be adapted to living-rooms of any 
type whatsoever. 


A sleeping-porch should be provided with 
a light at the head of the bed. tn _ the 
various rooms, sockets should be provided 
for vacuum cleaners, electric heaters and 
electric irdns. 

The suggestions made in this article’ in 
relation to illuminatioy are considered 
from both a_ utilitarian and an esthetic 
viewpoint. But one must not think that he 
has not full right to illuminate his house 


mind. One should take as full advantage 
of light for this purpose as he does any- 
thing else that may be used for decorative 
purposes. As a matter of fact this is a 
perfectly safe rule to follow, for in the

CCASIONALLY someone asks about 
() the history of the better-known vari- 

eties of locally grown avocados, be- 
lieving the subject of general interest. But 
there is no romance in it. The writer is 
familiar with the first appearance of a num- 
ber and all came to us in a haphazard way. 
It may be as well to set down a few facts, 
all devoid of sentiment. 

The writer used to visit the garden of 
the late R. B. Lyon, Hollywood, years be- 
fore the planting of the avocado of that 
name. Miss Lyon had a fruit sent her from 
the Far South. planted the seed and from it 
sprung the tree that bears her name. The 


Ranch, Duarte, just below the Spinks Ranch. 
Mr. Spinks, among others, took buds from 
it; “sx ¢ not even the first one to do this 
and we have several times heard him say 
that he had nothing to do with the naming 
of it. He recognized its value, provagated 
young trees, by budding, and sold them.

Our Big Tres 


~ Eighteen years ago a California “Big 
Tree,” Sequoia gigantea, was transplanted 
from California to Washington. D. C., to 
note if it would make the same rapid 
growth annually there that it makes in its 
native State. It was quite small when 
shipped to Washington, but has made a 
very satisfactory growth and is now tif- 
teen feet high, with\a trunk diameter of 
eight inches. The Department of the In- 
terior, which controls the property where 
it is planted, has promised to notify us if 
it bids fair to catch up with 
giants in our national parks. The depart- 
ment “rises” to explain that our General. 
Sherman tree was a sturdy younsster of 
several centuries’ growth when King Tut 
retired io the dugout from which he was 
recently dug out. The same _ authority. 
states that General Sherman is 280 feet 
high and 36 feet in diameter. One hundred 
feet above the ground it is more’ than 
seventeen feet in diameter. In the St. 
Elizabeth Hospital ‘grounds, where the 
young big tree is planted, there are 160 
species of trees growing. Though but a 
small “National Park,” it is in time certain 
to become a very interesting one because 
of this collection.

Some Santa Cruz Rations 

Obviousiy, in the creation of a high-pro- 
lucing flock of fowls, Dreeding is the domi- 
ont factor: but, as a close second, comes 
ntellizent and wholesome feeding. To be 
profitable the ration must hot only possess 
outritive values, but its cost must be .in 
Leeping with the selling prices of poultry 
eroducts. A hithly auttritive ration, the 
cost of which renders profit hazardous, 

is out of the question, hence poultry-foods 
vary more or less in the ingredients used, 
as between one section of the country and 
another, much depending on available local- 
market snpplies. in this cannection, it is at 
times interesting to study the accepred ra- 
tions previlent In these sections where com- 
mercial poultryv-farming has attained a dis- 
timet commercial suecess. For instance, 
im conversation with some breeders from 
santa Crnz, we learned that the following 
mosh is decidedly popnolar in their territory: 
1' 4 pounds bran. 100 pounds shorts, 10 
pounds of ground barley, 60 pounds of meat 
wo fish seraps, 4 pounds Soy-bean meal, 
«+ pounds of charcoal and 2 pounds of salt. 
‘this is left before the tlock at al! times. 
When ece prices are high in the low-pro- 
duction Stascn, about ten or twelve pounds 
“o. this dry mash, per 100 hens, is fed in a 
“ywolst form every duy to increase laying. 
"With this mash ration goes a combination 
of wheat, milo maize, cracked yellow corn 
und whole barley In equal lots. A weight 
of this, equal to the weight of the mash, ifs 
vive fed dathy. The cest of the mash nart 
of the ration here is given by S. L. Gibson 
al approximately $2.08 per 100. 

Auother ration, used by George Gray. is 
a similar compound of feeding stuffs. but 
in assembled by measure instead of weight, 
viv. & parts bran, 5 middlings, 2 corn meal, 
meat seraps, 1 bone meal and 1 charcoal. 
\bont the same proportion cf this, as in the 
other case, is fed moist each morning. An 
cqual measure of grain is fed, made up as 
follows: 3 parts wheat, 2 barley. 3 milo 
maize and vellow cracked corn. 

These rations are supplemented = with 
plenty of green stuff, grit and oyster shell, 
und an abundance of pure water. The gen 
eral practice in the Santa Cruz district 
secs to be to feed about 120 pounds of 
green stuff to every 1000 hens. This. of 
‘course, can be a variety of growths, of 

° whieh alfalfa is a leader. closely followed 
by kale. clover, beets and the general run 
of varden vegetables. Since the average 
hen performance tin Santa Craz county is 
high, it is falr to wussume that these ra- 
tious have been thoreughly tested out, 


Green Feed and Water 

In considering so common and universal 
un clement as Water, We are quite apt to 
overtook its Impertunece.. The contined hen 
nat be supplied with it at all times or she 
Will tail to function property, since fully 50 
per centoor her product comsists of water, 
While her physical body is alse largely com- 
posed of the same Muid. Now most people 
hKonow this, and. if they wre negligible in 
heeping bountiful supply of water betore 
their flocks ot all thmes, ft is due te care- 
lesstess rather than indifference. These 
thoughts call up the fact that the summer 
months ure again with us when all Nature 
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Backyard hens enjoying a home-made mash. 


in Southern California will call for water, 
and especially cultivated plants and domes- 
tic animals. It is also the senson of the 
year when green food can be fed liberally 
as well as advantageously. Green food sun- 
plies the earth salts that the system de- 
mands, possesses more or less nutritive val. 
ves, and at the same time assuages thirst. 
Therefore, commence to feed liberally of 
green stuff and always have available plen- 
tv of cool, pure water. The fountains or 
other containers should be of sufficient size 
to enable a number of fowls to drink at the 
same time. The “drip system” is ideal, but 
it is not every poultry plant that finds it 
expedient or justifiable to pipe water to ev- 
ery individual yard or pen. me 


Fresh Eag Legally Defined 

Much has been said and written desecrib- 
ing what really constitutes a fresh egg, 
but it remained for the State of Pennsyl- 

ania to give it legal significance. In the 
language of the law in the Keystone State. 
“A fresh egg is one that is understoed to 
have the fellowing qualities: Its white is 
capable of whipping well: in cooking it 
‘an be satisfactorily poached or soft-boiled, 
it has not absorbed foreign disagreeable 
odors, its embryo shall not have developed 
appreciably; the yelk should be fairly stiff 
and well-rounded, and the white should 
not be watery, and the chalaza (the Knotty, 
stringy substance at each end, whereby the 
yoik and white are connected  tozether) 
shall be well defined.” 

With the advent of warm weather and 
the release of cold-storaged eggs, and also 
the somewhat inferior summer-laid egg, it 
will indeed be interesting to learn how the 
enforcement of this law will really work 
out. In California, where the poultry indus- 
try is well organized, its application or en 
forcement would be attended with less fric- 
tion and criticism than in Pennsylvania, 
where the poultry producers are practically 
unorganized. 


Nonsitting Breeds 
Some of our best laying-breeds of poul- 
try are nonsitters. They are domesticated 
until they have lost the maternal instinet, 
which goes to the bringing up of young. 
Domestication seems to have beaten Nature 
in its demands, by selecting eces to breed 
from hens noted for laying. The ne 
medium-sized fowls, the high-flyers, the ac 
tive, nervous fowls of today. They include 
Anconas, Andalusians Hamburzes. Leg 
horns, Minorcas, Polish and Black Spanish 
There are other nonsitting breeds not well 
known in this vicinity. Among the nonsit 
ting breeds, once in a while a hen will show 
the maternal instinct of mothering chicks, 
will cluck and want to sit Barnyard fowls 
on the ranch, where the fowls are oot yard- & 
-ed, most often show the instinet and not 
infrequently come forth from a shelter in 
the busihess with a prosperous ftollowing 
of chirping chicks. seeking domestic feed in 
the bushes with a prosperous following 
enough to let the mothering passion possess 
them. Sometimes a varded-hen of a nom 
sitting breed will cluck and hide and sit 
on eges, if they are not promptly gathered, 
but it is a risk to give her eggs.

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The Berry Industry 

ALIFORNIA will no longer need to de- 

pend upon the Northwest for supplies 
of berry-canning and pie stocks when the 
local berry men “get going,” if present in- 
dications amount to amything. Recently, a 
method of packing and freezing bush ber- 
ries in barrels for shipment was evolved 
from a similar process long used for straw- 
berries. The berries are cleaned and placed | 
in barrels, layer for layer with sugar. Then 
a head is put on and the centents are kept 
at a freezing temperature, 

This will result in an increased consump- 
tion of bush berries, as they can thereby 
be carried over into the winter months in 
good condition, and berries and berry pies, 
with the same color and flavor as the fresh 


N ORDER that fruits and vegetables 
might be available for experimentation 
every month of the year, the Bureau of 

Chemistry, United States Department of 
Agriculture last year authorized the trans- 
fer of all Federal dehydration investigations 
to Los Angeles, where “they are now con- 
ducted under the direction of E. M, Chace at 
the Government Fruit and Vegetable Prod- 
ucts Laboratory, 148 South Anderson street. 
Here many commercial dehydration experi- 
ments are being made which, it is expect- 
ed, will, in time, point the way to the utiliza- 
tion of surplus and cull fruits and vege- 
tables on a larger scale than has heretofore 
been practical. 

During the past month the tory has 
been turning out large quantifies of dried 
spinach and marmalade mixture. The raw 
materials for the former were purchased 
with funds provi by F. W. Braun, a Los 
@Angeles business who is interested in 
furthering the methods of dehydration. 
When treated they are sold in the East and 
the money is used again for other materials. 
This a revolving fund has been started to 
carry on this important work, without which 
those in charge would be badly handicapped.

business end of the work conducted at the 
laboratory, such as the buying of the raw 
materials and the seliing of the finished 
products. This opportunity is being con- 
sidered by the University of Southern Calli- 
fornia, which, in addition to a profit from 
such sales, might place students in the lab- 
oratory to observe the work being done 
there. The development of a practical de- 
hydration industry, it is believed, might af- 
ford many openings for properly trained 
men. To further the experimentations 
some arrangement must be made whereby 
the laboratory will have an abundance of 
raw materials at all times. 


Another interesting activity taking place 
at the laboratory at the present time is the 
making of marmalade mixture from cull 
oranges. These oranges are purchased by 
the local Near-East Relief offices, under the 
direction of Dr. Dana Bartlett. The oranges 
are washed and prepared by women em- 
ployees, run through a grinder and jeft in 
storage for ¢ome hours until the pulp takes 
up the juice again. Then they are placed 
im a large dehydrator to be treated. When 
the drying is completed the marmalade 
mixture,,as it is then called, is packed in 
specially prepared cans, lacquered on the 
inside to prevent any miold or decay. The 
cans are the regulation five-galion oil size, 
are made by a local can company, and, when 


filled, are taken back to the factory to be 
lidded. They are then placed in wooden con- 
tainers and packed for ocean shipment. 

According to Mr. Chace, the product goes 
back to the New York offices ‘of the Near- 
East Relief, thence to foreign ports, where 
it is loaded on mules to be taken far back 
into the mountain country to be consumed 
by children under care of the relief. 

THE NEW DEHYORATOR 

The commercial dehydration investiga- 
tional activities are being made with a large 
dehydrator, recently installed by W. A. Noel, 
dehydration engineer, Bureau of Chemis- 
try, its inventor. Mr. Noel makes the fol- 
lowing statement concerning its capacity 
and operation: “The Duplex Dehydrator is 
@ compartment type, as distinguished from 
the tunnel type. It is sixty feet long, four- 
teen feet high and four feet wide.‘ There are 
six compartments, each of which accommo 
dates one truck holding thirty trays. Each 
tray is thirty inches square and three inch- 
es deep. This gives a total-spreading area 
of 1125 square feet, providing a loading ca- 
pacity of two tons of such fruits as prunes 
and about three-fourths of a ton of ground 
oranges for marmalade mixture. 

“A seventh compartment is used to house 
the radiating units and the  blower-fan. 
Steam is used as a heating medium to warm 
the air and a large blower-fan, motor-driven, 
circulates the air through the drying com- 
partments. This air leaves the fan at the 
rate of 18,000 cubic feet per minute and is 
evenly distributed by means of sheet-iron 
ducts, vanes and sluices to the different 
trays holding the products under treatment. 
It passes from the top down and horizontal-

OENIX (Ariz.)—In the old days, 

steer feeding in the Salt River Valley 

in Arizona was a rather simple propo- 
sition. Fields of alfalfa, sometimes with 
grains sown in for a heavier winter pas- 
ture, were readily available. During the 
summer the hay was stacked in the middle 
of the field and the winter-fed steers had 
their choice of the growing grain and al- 
falfa pasture, with alfalfa hay from the 
stack for dessert. With cheap land, rea- 
sonably cheap water and low taxes, there 
was good profit to the feeders unless it 
happened that markets slumped wunexpect- 
edly, and with disregard for the pocket- 
books of the feeders, a phenomenon which 
has been frequently observed cattle 
feeders all over the country at varioys 
times. 


More recent developments in cattle feed- 
ing have seemed to show a marked ten- 
dency to get far away from the old meth- 
ods of steer feeding and copy somewhat 
after the methods of steer feeders in the 
corn belt. 

There have been some feeders in the 
Salt River Valley in this and in other years 
who have fed heavily of grain and lived 
to look their bankers in the face after the 
steers were: marketed. There are others 
who have only a memory of the sad ex- 
perience. Of late, there has seemed to be 
an increasing tendency to watch steers 
in the feed lot rather closély to try to find 
just where the line should be drawn in 
the matter of heavy feeding of concen- 
trates. 

In order to help out the feeder, the Ari- 
zona State Experiment Station has been 
for the past several years conducting some 
steer-feeding experiments at the Mesa 
Experiment Farm to try to find out just

This season,the most analytic experiment 
so far attempted was recently finished. 
There were eight pens with eight lots of 
ten yearling steers each. After twelve 
weeks of feeding, starting December 1, 
1922, the results were sufficiently apparent 
to permit of drawing certain conclusions. 
These conclusions were submitted to those 
in attendance at the Arizona State Cattle 
Growers’ Association convention in March 
and led to isiteresting discussions. 


Following are three tables that tell the 
story of the feeding agperiments. Table 7 
gives the rations fed the various lots and 
the amount ef each feed consumed daily 
per steer. (All fodder, stover, silage and 
stover silage were prepared from hegari.) 
The steers consumed about the same 
amount of dry matter per head daily, it was 
pointed out, and the feed required per 100 
pounds gain’ is set forth in Table I. 
Table is a financial statement setting 
forth weights and gains of the lots (on the 
basis of one steer,) estimated values after 
feeding, feed costs per 100 pounds gain and 
profits or losses. |

ly across the trays, then out through a hole 
in the bottom of the compartment to a re- 
turn duct, by which it is carried to the ra- 
diators and reheated the ten degrees it 
has dropped in one circulation through the 
compartments. 

“Automatic temperature regulators hold 
the temperature of the air at any desired 
degree and automatic humidity regulators 
control the humidity of the air by operating 
a pair of dampers. This is done in an un- 
usual way. Part of the humid air is exhaust- 
ed and fresh air is drawn in to replace the 
saturated air passed out of the dehydrator 
by the dampers. ; 

“Once loaded and set for the temperature 
desired and the humidity selected, the de- 
hydrator runs along without an attendant. 
The drying time for different products 
promises to be much less than has been 
necessary in older-type dryers. The steam- 
blanching of products is done in the same 
compartment as the drying, a great saving 
of heat and labor.” 


INTERESTING POSSIBILITIES 


Mr. Noel states that large quantities of - 


fruits and vegetables now wasted during 
periods of poor markets or large surplus- 
age could be utilized at a profit by eco 
nomical methods of dehydration, and that 
with the perfection of equipment for this 
work new markets for machine-dried prod- 
ucts will be developed, thereby insuring 
good returns to the grower for his efforts. 
Associated with E. M. Chace, in charge 
of the laboratory, and W. A. Noel are P. F. 
Nicholls, investigator in dehydration, in 
charge of post treatment and storage prob- 
lems; Ray Powers, in charge of pretreat- 
ment and preparation of materials for de- 
hydration, and C. R. Gross, chemist, who 
tests the effect of dehydration on the com- 
pesition of fruits and vegetables and han- 
dies other like problems. Dr. F. E. Denny 


is conducting experiments in the coloring 


of lemons by ethylene gas at the local lab- 
oratory. 

The investigations carried on by these 
men can be greatly assisted by the dona- 
tion of raw material suitable for experimena- 
tation. They are in need of a large variety 
of fruits and vegetables at the present time, 
but are only able to buy them in quantities 


proportional to the funds available. 
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ASSOCIATION FIGHTS 
MILK DISTRIBUTORS 


By GEORGE B. BOWERS 

ESCONDIDO.—-Milk production at a 
profit was the subject of discussion in a 
recent series of meetings of the San Diego 
County Dairymen'’s Association. At the 
most recent meeting, held here, Ray Trus- 
sel of San Pasqual presided, with half of 
the county membership present. 


The organized dairymen of San Diego 
county, numbering 125, produce 80 per 
cent of the milk of the county, but claim 
that they are not consulted about th 
prices fixed by San Diego distributors. 
They also contend that the price offered 
by the distributors is too low to admit a 
profit and that contracts are so ~drawn 
that they are in constan tdanger of loss on 
account of surplus left them at the peak 
of production. 

In this controversy between the distribu- 
tors and the producers, the producers are 
preparing to guard the interest of the pub- 
lic, it is declared. It is impossible for the 
dairymen to continue to produce milk at a 
loss and the distributors will have to go 
out of business unless the dairymen con- 
tinue to offer milk. ‘The dairymen say that 


ce the present distributing system does 


mot fmeure a2 fafr return and <dtetrihutore 
refuse rate with them, they 


co-ope will, 
their organtzation, milk to 
the public, as well as manufacture all sur- 
Plus into marketable products. 

Looking to that end, aH members of tho 
association have agreed to accept a 5 per 
cent deduction on sales to create a fund 
to repay loans necessary to establish a 
distributing system with as little delay as 
possible. The deductions are to be repaid 
to the dairymen at the end of five years, 
together with 6 per cent interest. 


The approved plans of the association. 
besides a distributing system, include a 
factory, with facilities to manufacture into 
marketable products any surplus milk not 
disposed of otherwise. Heretofore, the as- 
sociation has found it extremely difficuit 
to dispose of surplus during the months of 
highest production. The members have 
not been encouraged to increase the out- 
put and new dairies have not been encour- 
aged. Already local dairymen plan to en- 
large their plants and farmers who have 
been reluctant to enter the field, are buy- 
ing cows with a view of taking advantage 
of the new marketing plan. There is no 
longer fear of over-production because sur- 
plus will be used in making butter, ice 
cream and other datry products.

TOGGENBURG ENJOYS 
WIDE POPULARITY 


BY JANE STOREY WHITE 

In Switzerland, in the beautiful valley of 
the Thur, where the Toggenburg knights 
fought in olden days, the Toggenburg 
breed of milk goats has been developed for 
centuries. The origin of the Toggenburg 
breed is lost in the mist of obscurity, but 
the theory is generally accepted that it is 
the result of a cross between the Chamoisee 
and Appenzell breeds. 


The Toggenburg is a most distinctive and 
beautiful animal. The body coloring, recog- 
nized as typical in this country, may merge 
from a deep c ate-brown to a pale 
mouse color. This coloring is enhanced 
by the racial markings of white upon face, 
ears, legs, tail and thighs. Alert, graceful, 
affectionate, highly intelligent, and heavy 
producer of delicious milk, it is doubtful if 
a breed of milk goats will ever be imported 
into this country which can exceed the 
Toggenburg in popular favor. 


From an importation from Switzerland In 
1905, the goat breeders in the United States 
have developed more than 15,000 registered 
milk goats and a casual glance at the vol- 
umes of the American Milk-Goat Record 
Association will reveal the fact that by far 
the greatest number of t are Toggen- 
burgs. The breeders found out early that 
wonderful results were attained by crossing 
our ordinary mixed domestic goats with 
pure Swiss blood. The Toggenburg breed- 
ers found the racial type of their goats so 
dominant that it was possible in a few 
years to build up herds of uniform type 
and ordinary productiveness from low- 
yielding native stock. 


The registered grades produced in this 
manner are the backbone of the milk-goat 
industry in this country. In many instances, 
their milk is of such fine flavor and quality 
as to rival and even surposs that of the 
pure Swiss animals. From an insignificant 
and scorned position, the milk goat is ris- 
ing to a valued and high position as a dairy 
animal. 

The breeders are attaining recognition 
and co-operation from the Department of 
Agriculture. ‘Throughout the ‘length and. 
breadth of the United States, the people 
are awakening to a relization of the value 
and purity of goat’s milk. I may say every 
goat breeder has witnessed the miracle of 
a tiny, shrunken morsel of humanity, slow- 
ly dying from malnutrition, transformed in 
a short time into a rosy, laughing, normal 
babe—this, because it was possible to di- 
gest and assimilate goat’s milk, when all 
other foods were impossible. 

Of recent years-the greatest development 
of the milk-goat industry has taken place 
in California, and it is in Southern Califor- 
nia where we find some of the very finest 
examples of the Toggenburg breed. Tog- 
genburg does, yielding 3000 to 4000 pounds 
of milk in a year’s lactation, are yet out- 
standing animals, but there are many which 
can yield 2000 pounds of milk. I know of 
one remarkable doe, yielding 2000 pounds 
of milk in six months and five days. Dur- 
ing her first lactation, her day's yield 
reached fourteen pounds. This was a nor-. 
mal, enforced record, and goes to prove 
the intelligence and understanding of some 
of our Toggenbure breeders. 

Through the cloud of the recent agricul- 
tural depression, the California goat breed- 
ers have kept their faith in the industry 
and they now see light ahead. They feel 
not only the growing recognition of eur own 
country, but they see the eyes of other na- 
tions noting with interest the high qual- 
ity of stock produced here.

It is 
good for all purposes where milk can be 
used, making fine cottage cheese, whipped 
cream, delicious cake and ice cream, also 
most excellent butter.

JMPERIAL GYPSUM 
DEPOSIT DEVELOPED

EL CENTRO.—Imperial Valley has the 
largest deposit of gypsum in the State of 
California and perhaps in the country, it is 
believed. This deposit, say soil experts, is 
an agricultural asset, not only to the valley 
but to the entire State. 


The Imperial deposit is a veritable moun- 
tain, being a mile and a half long, nearly a 
mile wide and fully 300 feet high. The com- 
putations of engineers who have surveyed 
the deposit are staggering. They show the 
quantity of gypsum above the floor of the 
desert to be 400;000,000 tons, and estimate 
| fully twice that amount below the surface

use. Some field and garden tests have been ~ 
made of the local product and results so far 
are said by the company to have been very 
satisfactory. 

R. S. Sumner of the El Centro Seed and 
Nursery Company, former superintendent 
of the Imperial County Farm, is a strong 
advocate of the use of gypsum, especially on 
heavy adobe. The land on which he made a 
test was a small garden patch planted to 
vegetables, such as carrots, radishes, let- 
tuce, chard, beets and peas. These, he said, — 
grew to the highest perfection. 

Imperial County Horticultural Commis 
sioner Waite’ believes that gypsum has its 
beneficial uses in agriculture. Its presence 
releases plant-food elements in the soil and 
makes them available for the growing crop. 
As to the qualifications of gypsum as a fer- 
tilizer, he has some doubt, but he recom- 
mends its use In conjunction with barnyard 
manure.

TABLES SUMMARIZED 
The steers in lot 1 were given what might 
be called the “Arizona ration,” that is, 
practically +11 the silage and alf—lfa hay 
they could consume, plus nearly three 
pounds of cottonseed meal. The amount 
of alfalfa hay consumed was three pounds 


_jand the amount of silage, 31.7 pounds daily 


per steer. 


In order to determine whether there was 
any grain from converting hegari into sil- 
age, Lot 5 was made exactly the same as 
Lot 1, with the exceptian that the feed was 
given in a different form, each steer con- 
suming three pounds of alfalfa, 2.85 pounds 
of cottonseed meal, 27.46 pounds of stover 
silage, and 3.91 pounds of ground hegari. 
The amount of hegari grain for a ziven 
amount of silage was carefully figured out 
so that the same relative proportions of 
the whole plant were maintained. The 
final results were as follows: 


The average initial weight of the ten 
steers in Lot 1 was 482 pounds: in Lot 5. 
492 pounds. The final average weight of 
Lot 1 was 670 pounds, and the final weight 
of Lot 5, was 678 pounds. The daily gain 
was 2.24 pounds for Lot 1 and 2.21 pounds 
for Lot 5. The steers in Lot 5 were con- 
sidered in just a shade better condition in 
finish than in Lot 1 and were given a 
value of $6.60 per hundredweight as against 
$6.50 in Lot 1. The cost of gain was $9.85 
in Lot 5, and $8.56 for Lot 1, and the re- 
sult was a profit of 5 cents per head for 
Lot 5 and a profit of $1.61 a head for Lot 1. 
Lot 4 was fed 3.07 pounds of alfalfa hay. 
2.89 pounds of cottonseed meal and 16.77 
pounds of stover. This was to determine 
the relative value of stover as compared 
to silage. From the table it will be noted 
that this lot finished up with a net loss of 
$2.58 a head. 

Lot 3 had practically the same ration ex- 
cepting that the stover was made into sil- 
age instead of feeding dry. This lot 
showed a profit of $1.12, which seems to 


jsettle quite satisfactorily the argument, if 
jthere is any, between dr¥ feed and silage. 
| Lot 6 was given stover and grain hegari. 


This lot showed a profit of 37 cents a head, 
but Lot 7, which was given silage instead 
iy stover, showed a profit of $1.08. 


Lot 8 produced the greatest daily gain— 
2.52 pounds. This lot also finished in the 
best shape, the value per hundredweight 
being estimated at $7:25 as against $5.50 
for Lot 4, but this lot was fed a large 
amount of ground hegari, 7.28 pounds, and 
although they consumed slightly less alfalfa 
hay and nearly nine pounds less of silage, 
the additional cost of the ground hegari 
cut the profit to 51 cents. in spite of the 
fact that the beef was considered worth 
almost one-half cent a pound more than 
in any other lot. 

This bears out the observations made by 
some of the careful, experienced feeders 
that grain cannot be fed as heavily as in 
the corn belt.

Dwight B. Heard, former president of the 
American Live Stock Association, and the 
principal owner of the Bartlett-Heard Land 
and Cattle Company, says that they have 
also had the best results from feeding corn 
silage and cottonseed meal.

Corn is preferred for silage by both Mr. 
Orme and Mr. Heard, not only because of 
its somewhat superior quality, but because 
it leaves the land in better shape for a 
future crop. 

The importance of better bred stock is 
emphasized by R. H. Williams, animal hus- 
bandryman, University of Arizona, and by | 
many practical feeders in the State. Bet- 
ter quality, that is, the higher grade of 
steers, other things being equal, they say. 
fatten quicker with less feed. 

Steer feeders are looking more and 
more to this feature in buying their stock 
for the feed lots. Angther point brought 
by Dr. Williams as having some possible 
bearing on steer feeding may be worth con- 
sidering. Range steers are somewhat 
wild. The eighty head with which the ex- 
periments were conducted were necessarily 
handled considerably in order to make 
each lot as near uniform as possible. Then 
it was also necessary to handle them to 
quite an extent to make them accustomed 
to the water troughs used in the feed lots. 
The conseqince was that the steers soon 
became quite gentle and Dr. Williams be- 
lieves that this may be an important fac- 
tor in steer feeding. 


While steer feeding has not always 
proved profitable,. the careful feeder who 
is a good manager, a close buyer and a 
good merchant when it comes to market- 
ing, is quite apt to have his bank balance 


on the right side when the totals are made} 
at the end of the season, it appears. Mar-}- 


keting the crops on the hoof has its ad- 
vantages, which makes a strong appeal to 
the farmer and in the light of present ex- 
perience, it appears as though steer feed- 
ing is going to continue to be one of the

TO DEMONSTRATE NEW 
THINNING METHODS 


The present indications are for an unusv- 
ally heavy peach crop in Southern Califor- 
nia districts, according to the Los Angeles 
county farm adviser. Thinning will be of 
special importance, he says, in order to 
bring the fruit up to proper size and qual- 
ity to meet the new canning specifications, 
which provide for double the price for No. 
1 fruit over that for No. 2 fruit. Therefore, 
care in thinning the fruit, will mean dollars 
and cents to the grower. 


“For the purpose of demonstrating proper 

thinning of peaches a series of field meet- 
ings is to be held by the agricultural ex- 
tension service beginning tomorrow.. The 
demonstrations will be conducted by Assis- 
tant Farm Adviser V. F. Blanchard, and the 
meetings will be held under the auspices 
of the deciduous growers’ department of 
the Los Angeles County Farm Bureau.

POTATO GROWERS MAY 
POOL THEIR CROPS 


VAN NUYS.—Potato growers in the San 
Fernando Valley are discussing the advis- 
ability of forming pools to dispose of their 
spring crops this year, as a result of recent 
reports from the United States Department 
of Agriculture, placing the country’s total 
spring-potato acreage at a higher figure 
than was heretofore estimated. Preliminary 
reports this year fixed the acreage for 
the entire United States a great deal lower 
than that of last year, but plantings have 
increased until they are now placed at only 
25 per cent below normal. 


The local growers believe that competi- 
tion from the Middle West potato States 
necessitates the formation of pools, to bet- 
ter dispose of their crops. There are ap- 
proximately §500 acres planted to potatoes 
in the San Fernando Valley this year, as 
compared with 8700 last year, while the 
acreage in California is 23,460, or a decrease 
of only about 8000 from last year’s total. 
Reports from all sections show that the 
acreage planted is in excess of that anticipa- 
ted, and the local growers no lofger feel 
that the demand will be as strong as they 
believed it would be, after a study of the 
preliminary estimates. Through the forma- 
tion of pools they hope to obtain an aver- 
age price of $2 per hundred pounds, which 
will return them a good profit. | 


NOT ALWAYS A PEST 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Bermuda grass in the 
Salt River Valley should not be considered 
a pest, but a real benefit, according to J. G. 
Holmes, an agricultura] expert. He  de- 
clares the grass an exceptionally good pas- 
ture grass, growing where alfalfa would 
find difficulty in rooting, and that it is also 
valuable in the reclamation of poor and 
compact lands. Mr. Holmes says that 
“Johnson grass might become a real men- 
ace were it not for the fact that it can be 
fought successfully with Bermuda, which 
is much the stronger. The Johnson is

EXPERIENCE WITH

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LIMA BEANS 


CEANSIDE.—The planting of lima 
beans began along the Coast néar 
Oceanside during the middie of April. 
Continuous gray days, moist with fogs and 
warmed by the ocean breezes, have made 
for ideal planting weather. April showers, 
however, proved a mixed blessing, interfer- 
ing with the plans of the growers who had 
decided that the rains were over, and tempt- 
ing others who had decided not to hazard a 
crop upon the short rainfall] of the season, 
to reconsider the matter. 

The lima growers have only surface mois- 
ture to depend upon, plus a sjight carry- 
over of under-moisture from last season. 
The season’s raing haye fallen in such a 
way as to interfere with consistent culti- 
vation. The intervals between rains were, 
in Many instances, too brief to permit of 
the stirring of the soil and the destruction 
Consequently mustard, radish, 
mallow and pigweed have been thriving on 
the moisture intended for the bean crop, 
and many ranchers have faced the neces- 
sity for plowirg. Some have wisely decided 
to fallow the land for a year. 

Only the bean men that have been able 
to make seed beds without plowing, and 
others who can command water for irriga- 
tion are certain to contribute to the 1923 
production. It is expected that the crop will 
be about 50 per cent of normal. 

W. L. Carter, who farms 400 coast acres

compelled to compete for the limited moie- 
ture. Also, the cost of seed is reduced. 
Fields planted in this way stand a good 
chance of yielding ten sacks to the acre. 

The bean grower who can irrigate may 
find himself lucky this year. Then again 
he may not. Lima beans are.curious “crit- 
ters” and cannot live by. moisture alone. 
In fact, excess moisture may ruin them, or 
water too gendrously applied may leach es- 
sential elements out of the soil. - In this, 
Mr. Carter’s experience has again shown 
him a thing or two. He is not an irrigator, 
but the lay of his land has brought to light 
some facts that may be valuable to bean 
irrigators. 

There are soils and soils, he says. Per- 
haps in heavy adobe the leaching effect of 
irrigation or excess rain may not disturb 
the peculiar balance of fertility required 
by the lima bean, but Mr. Carter has no- 
ticed that when the rains are moderate, his 
gravelly loam produces uniformly bumper 
crops on both sloping and level land, and 
that when there is considerable runoff the 
plants on the slopes make but a niggardly 
— while those in the flats thrive as 
usual. 

It appears, therefore, that both good and 
bad may come out of irrigation of lima 
beans. It is not so mathematical as to 
mean simply the increase of lima produc- 


tion from ten or twelve sacks per acre un-

rows wider and planted considerably less 
seed to the acre. His land is gray loam 
mixed with coarse gravel and slopes gently 
to a flat following the cliffs above the sea. 
Many years of bean-ranching have taught 
him some valuable things about soil man- 
agement. 


_A RANCHER’S METHODS 


In the first place he has learned that a te 


better seed bed can be prepared and more 
moisture conserved by eliminating plow- 
ing. Plowing is of course essential to the 


breaking in of new or neglected land. But |° 


most bean land is old and should never be 
neglected. Last year Mr. Carter plowed, 
as did nearly all the bean growers, but this 
was done because the heavy rains  pre- 
vented — cultivating. The weeds got 
an embarrassing start, and there was 
moisture to spare. But in preparing 
his seed bed for the present season, 
Mr. Carter has used only subsoiler, 
chisel cultivator and smoothing harrow. He 
subsoiled twice, at ‘ten and twelvé inches, 
loosening every inch of the ground. After 


| that he cuitivated with chisels that stirred 


the soil without turning it up continually, 
and broke the capillarity after the last rains 
by scratching the surface with harrows. 
Many of the weeds were destroyed with 
hoes. He planted the beans from three to 
four inches deep. 

Ordinarily limas are planted in rows thir- 
ty or thirty-two inches apart at intervals 
of seven and one-half inches in the row. 
Usually fifty pounds of seed are needed to 
each acre. In a wet year, like 1922, as high 
as sixty-five pounds to the acre are planted. 

This year Mr. Carter made his rows thir- 
ty-six inches apart and drilled the seed at 
intervals of nine and three-fourths inches 
in the row. He used only thirty-three 
pounds to the acre. That is guaging the 
moisture potentiality to a nice point. It is 
probable that fewer vines will grow better 
and produce heavier than the usual number 


}der dry-farming, to sixteen or eighteen 
sacks by the addition of artificial water: But 
the manner of applying the water may be 
all important. This boils down to the avoid- 
Tince of leaching out fertility, so that soils 
that have been built up during a period of 
thirty yearg into excellent lima sofls, may 
not be ruined in a few years by inconsid- 
erate methods of irrigation. 


POMONA.—As thé result of a decision 
by the officials of the Southern California 
Peach and Apricot Growers’ Association to 
locate the central offices of that organiza- 


tion here, Pomona will become the hub of 
the peach and apricot industry of four coun- 
ties, in so far as marketing is concerned. 
The association has leased offices in the

This association will be to the deciduous 
fruit growers what the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange is to the orange and 
lemon growers of Southern California. The 
president and manager of the new concern 
is P. G. Hamilton, formerly of Hemet. Mr. 
Hamilton has for some time been connect- 
ed with the Dry Apricot and Prune Asso 
ciation of California. 

The four counties included in the associa- 
tion are Los Angeles, San Bernardino, Riv- 
erside and Ventura. A large percentage 
of the peach and apricot growers of South- 
ern California have already been signed as 
members of the association, according to its 
officials, and a membership campaign is be- 
ing conducted at the present time. 

One of the chief objectives of the asso- 
ciation is to establish prices. Heretofore, 
with no organization, the growers have sold 
their fruit at random prices. The canners 
have practiced “hit-or-miss” buying, fearing

Rolling the sofl fs a good proceedure and 


according to the California Department of 
in the preparation of the 
soil for seeding, by mashing lumps and 
clods, in solidifying it and making it fine 
and friable. If used after seeding, it com- 
pacts the soil and leaves the surface smooth, 
thus providing the very best conditions for 
the rapid movement of air over the surface 
and, therefore, causing the ready abstrac- 
tion of the moisture from it. 

It should not be freely used on heavy 
clay soils that are often already sufficiently 
finely divided and which are liable to be- 


too much compacted, even under nat- 


ural conditions, but rather upon open soils, 
those that are of a loose nature, sandy, grav- 
elly, in order that the particles may be 
pressed closer together, and thus prevent 
the rapid escape of the water. 
Nevertheless, in dry seasons, the roller 
is useful at the time of seeding, because 
the compacted surface and the. greater 
evaporation therefrom cause a rapid draw- 
ing-up of the water from the lower layers 
to the surface of the soil, enabling a quicker 
germination and a more rapid early growth. 
In other words the rolling tends to draw 
the moisture from the lower layers to the 
surface layer, and its use can be recom- 
mended after seeding under the conditions 
named. The roller should be used during 
the preparation of the soil, and, if used 
after seeding, the surface should be again 
stirred by a harrow, which makes a light 
soil mulch, or after it has performed its 
function in making fine and friable the seed 


bed. 
ACREAGE IN COTTON 
EXCEEDS ESTIMATES 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Medium-staple cotton 
is still being planted in the Salt River Val- 
ley, mainly the Acala, Durango and Mebane 
varieties. Planting of the long-staple Pima 
variety was completed early fn April. The 
stand in general is declared excellent; with 


mo frost damage, such as has been expert- 


enced in previous years. 

Despite the lack of profit in the crop the 
past two years, the acreage in cotton has 
risen unexpectedly to 155,000, fully 50 per 
cent greater than was estimated late last 
winter. About half of this acreage will be 
of the shorter-staple varieties. - This situa- 
tion has necessitated changing the equip 
ment of many valley gins, which were in- 
stalled with expectation of handling a long- 
staple crop, ae: 200,000 acres. 
The Pima variety, where jently handled, 
has averaged better than a half-bale to the 


’ gere. Enthusiasts over Acala and like sta 


ples are expecting a full bale, with smaller 
picking and ginning costs. They believe 
that the market will not be less than 30 per 
cent below the price received for Pima. 
Laborers have already been secured for 
chopping and 5000 additional pickers will 
be needed latér. Efforts will be made to 
secure them from the Indian reservations. 


EFFECT OF COPPER

of controlling the diseases for which they 
are applied, but, according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture, thorough 
and timely spraying usually greatly increas- 
es the yield, influences the compositipn of 


their keeping 


the tubers and increases 
qualities in storage. 

For many years expert obsefvers have re- 
ported also a stimulating effect of Bordeaux 
mixture on potato foliage and a gain in 
yield even when no diseases were present. 
The why and how of this effect of copper 
have been much discussed by scientists and 
Many experiments have been made. An in- 
teresting contribution to this subject has 
lately been made by F. C. Cook of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, in Department Bulletin 
1146, where evidence is presented to show 
that Bordeaux and other copper sprays in- 
erease the starch and nitrogen constitu- 
ents of the potato tubers and consequently 
make them more valuable for food and in- 
dustrial uses.

the pits harden. However, later thinning 
will aid greatly in sizing the fruit. 

Practically all peach growers recognize 
that, in order to produce high-quality fruit, 
severe thinning must be practiced. Unfor- 
tunately, but few growers thin peaches se- 
verely enough and small fruit has been gen- 
erally obtained. 


Prof. George P. Weldon of Chaffey Junior 
College of Agriculture has worked out a 
guide for growers to use in determining how 
many peaches to leave on a tree to obtain 
a certain tonnage of a given-sized fruit. 
This table was printed in a previous issue of 
the Farm and Tractor section of the Los 
Angeles Times, and is available in Mr. Wel- 
don’s circular, “A New Idea in Peach Thin- 
ning,” and in Circular 258 of the College 
of Agriculture, entitled, “Thinning Decidu- 
oug Fruits.” With this method the grower 
estimates the tonnage which his orchard 
should produce, considering the same fac- 
tors as suggested for apricots; and with a 
knowledge of the number of trees per acre, 


rand the sizé.of fruit to be grown, the table 


will show how many fruits to leave. 


For example, considering that the orchard 
should produce ten tons per acre, and there 
are seventy-five trees (24 feet x 24 feet) per 
acre, with a 2%-inch size of fruit to be 
produced, only 1010 fruits should be left 
on each tree. The general practice has been 
to leave from 1500 to 2000 fruits on a tree, 
consequently the sizes have been small. 


In thinning the fruit should be well sep- 
arated. The distance apart will depend 
upon how capable the tree is for producing 
certain amounts. If it is a weak tree, or the 
soil conditions are poor, or the moisture 
supply is imadequate, the fruits should be 
spaced at greater distances. If two fruits 
are on opposite sides of a shoot, and are 
far removed from other specimens, both 
may be left. It is impractical in most cases 
to leave “doubles,” and these should be re- 
moved if there are enough singles to ~2tat 
duce a good crop. 


, begin to harden. As with the apricot, later 
thinning is better than no thinning. 

Plums should be thinned in order to ob- 
tain good quality. The practice is to sep 
arate them so that they will be from one to 
three inches apart when mature. Fruit on 
the terminals should be knocked off with a 
light bamboo pole. 

One of the most important effects of 
pruning trees is to regulate fruit production. 
Fruit production decreases with the sever- 
ity of the pruning, and increases with the 
lighter pruning. Therefore, much of the 
thinning of fruit can be accomplished with 
the pruning shears during the dormant pe- 
riod. Growers should consider this fact 
as a possible way of cutting the cost of 
fruit-thinning during the fruit season. How- 
ever, it is impractical to do all the thinning 
with shears because, in some seasons, with 
unfavorable climatic conditions, there would 
not be enough fruit left to produce a profit- 
able crop. 


Reports of thinning costs vary to a great 
extentgand these range from $30 to $60, and 
even more where a good job of pruning has 
not been done. Even with this heavy cost, 
it pays to do a thorough job of thinning, for 


with the better-quality fruit pro«wvced, the 


dffference in-cost is more than t.ade up by 
the greater price obtained.

California Milk Goats Bound for the Argentine

N EVENT of unnsuval importance tc 
A breeders of purebred goats in Cali- 
fornia was the recent -export ship- 
ment of Saanen and Toggenburg goats to 
South America. The goats, all from Cali- 
fornia flocks, left the port of Los Angeles, 
April 17, tor Buenos Aires, Argentina, be- 
ing consigned fo the Argentine government. 
Senor Santos Goni, Consul-General of the 
Argentine Republic at San Francisco, and 
who acted for the Pimbassy at Washington 
in the transaction, was in Los Angeles when 
the shipment departed on the United States 
Shipping Board steamship Susquehanna 
tle was very enthusiastic in emphasizing 
the value of trade relations with the sister 
republic in the South, and said he believed 
the forty-three head of registered animals 
sent to his country would meet with approv- 
al upon their arrival in the southern port 
The price paid for the goats, with the ex. 
penses of transportation, will bring the cost 
of the shipment up to about $10,000.

Miss Richards, a graduate of Stanford 
University and one of the owners of the 
Richards ond Wugner Goat Ranch, Mon- 
tura, is accompanying the shipment, to see 
that the goais have the best of care, and 
Williant S. Warwicker of Riverside is go 
ing along to assist her. The trip is ex. 
pected to require about six weeks tu com- 
plete. 

The shipment comprised twenty-four 
Toggenburrs and nineteen Saanens, there 
being sixtecn voung milkinguloes> ~seven 
goatlings, seven doe kids and thirteen 
young bucks. To avoid danger of illness 
or harm to the animals, such as has befall. 
en importations of coats from foreign coun- 
tries in the past. it was deemed advisable 
to make the most careful provision for this 
export shipment. A large cabin, containing 
- individual stalls for the animals, was con- 
structed on the poon deck of the ship, and 
inside of the cabin was stored a large quan. 
tity of sacked grain and baled hay.

The shipment of pure-bred goats is ex- 
pected to go far toward advertising the su- 
perior qualities of the California -milk goat. 
The Argentine wanted the best and a 
through its representatives in this 
country, to Pref. Troe to assist in the work 
of selection. Miss Richards, asked by Prof 
True to look after this work, is understood 
to haye had some difficulty in securing the 
required number of animals of suitable 
standard for the sum of money available, 
although the breeders responded in a fine 
spirit of co-Operation, when the significance 
of the project was realized. Nearly all the 
animals selected came from Southern Cali- 
fornia flocks, and it was in this end of the 
State that Miss Richards was assisted by 
Mr. Cordon. 

From the herd of H. F. Schinker, Fale 
Rock, were selected sixteen head of Saan- 
ens, the other three goats of this breed be- 
ing. picked from the herds of Robert Glahn, 
Los Angeles: the Sactamento Goat farm, 
Sacramento, and Mrs. T. KB.

will, The yards are equipped with auto- 
matic drinking-fountains and the = feed 
troughs are installed in such a way that 
they can be swung out of the way when 
not in use, and can be tilted at any angle 
necessary for cleaning and draining. This 
niethod gives an absolutely clean trough 
for the hogs at every meal. 

All waste is drained off from all farm 
buildings to a large manure pit on the 
lower levels. This empties into the large 
citrus nursery, which is maintained on the 
ranch to supply the many trees needed for 
planting out each year. 

Thirty acres have. been set aside for 
the big poultry-plant, houses and equipment 
having been installed which have a capac 
ity for 6000 laying-hens. J. Raymond, su- 
perintendent of the poultry plant, says the 
present flock numbers 3400 layers and that 
the birds are now laying 2000 eggs per day, 
the eggs being sold in Los Angeles at the 
regular market prices. A new plant for 
strictly breeding-stock is to be constructed

NEW TRACTOR STUDY 

A project was recently undertaken by the 
Alabama Evperiment Station to determine 
the fundamental factors influencing trac- 
tion of wheel tractors. The purpose of this 
project is to determine the lines of maxi- 
mum, minimum and intermediate impulsive 
stress from tractor lugs, with a view to 
making lines of maximum impulsive stress 
ccincident to lines of niavimum resistance 
in soil as a basis for the devselepmncnt of 
the prover material. shape, size, location 
and inclination of lug on tractor wheels to 
rive the minimum permissible slip and the 
matimum impulsive traction under worst 
arricultural soil conditions. 


CONTROL EFFECTIVE 

According to the Agricultural Extension 
Service of Los Angeles county, fresh cases 
of gopher injury to citrus trees are not 
often met with this sprine.
